Local Shoe Manufacturing 



A Washington dispatch to the Wey- 
n.outh Gazette and Transcript is of 
local Interest, as it will sheet the 
<ost of manufacturing shoos. Con- 
gressman Froth Ingham wires: 

Washington, June 1 

"It is understood here that the 
Ways and Means Committee of Con- 
gress has decided to nave hides on 
the free list, and it is probatJe this 
will apply to leather and leather prod- 
ucts." 

If it Is the Intention to place shoes 
on the free lists (under leather prod- 
ucts! that would be quite another 
etory. 

Mr. Heahl of the Stetson Shoo Co. 
would be pleased to have leather on 
the free list, but thought shoe.- should 
be protected, especially the cheaper 
grade. Fine shoes would nt/t be 
affected. 

Mr. Drink water of the Edwin Clapp 
& Sons Co. said every shoe manmac- 
turer and tanner welcomed free hides 
as ft would bring more leather from 
South America into this country. On 
the other hand it might be a calamity 
to allow free shoes. At present our 
oboe industry is safe, as the manu 
factoring here has been brought to a 
high .state of efficiency, but recently 
perfected machinery had been shipped 
all over the world, and operators had 
gone with it, so that it is possible 
that with free shoes cheap labor 
ahgoad might compete with us seri 
cuuly and possibly close the factories 
in the United States. Would 
want to see shoes on free list 

O. C, Fletcher, the general manager 
of the W h 1 tmore-TirfreU Co., would 
certainly like to see bides on the free 
liat; did not think tanner could con 
<troi prices. A majority of hides were 
now imported and th

out duty the cheap labor of Central 
Europe might produco shoes cheaper 
tli an here. 

The George Strong Company fnvor 
fiee hides, and say that free shoes 
would not affect their grade very 
much, but might compete with cheap 
shoes. 

Alilen, Walker & Wilde thought 
hides were now on free list. A strong 
effort had been made in the West for 
a duty, but it should not prevail. Was 
fearful that free shoes might result 
in competition with the cheaper grade 
of shoes. Duty on shoes should be 
continued.

GERMAN WAGES AND PRICES. 

German wages at tlte present time 
•re reported to bo about $5 In gold 
weekly, or roughly one-half of the 
prewar normal. Germnn prices In 
terms of gold seem to he on I he a ver- 
tigo around 'JO pen cent nliove the pre- 
war normal. The German industrial 
Interests seem to have been able to 
deceive the German workmen with the 
depreciated German mark, says Wal- 
lace's Farmer, In terms of marks, 
the German workmen itiny he get- 
ting live or six times what they were 
before the war, hut in terms of what 
the money will buy, they are getting 
far less. It Is a strange tiling ttiat 
people have come so to worship money 
that they will allow themselves to lie 
deceived. As long ns German money 
Iius a fluctuating gold value, it is 
likely that the United States will find 
Germany a very hard competitor to 
i>ent. With a currency of uucertuiu 
value, It Is possible to make labor do 
more work for less return than would 
otherwise be the case. Germany will 
eventually pay for the war by the self- 
denlul of her Inhering people, a self- 
denial enforced by a manipulated cur- 
rency system. ' • 

The cause of oyster poisoning, like 
that of cluin poisoning, Is still iu 
doubt. Fresh oysters in season ure 
always safe. According to Gurdet, all 
Oysters are diseased during the sum- 
mer. The nature .of the disease was 
not determined, hut It was found that 
diseased oysters possess a character- 
istic milky appearance and that the 
liver Is cnlurgcd and gray and soft, 
according to George H. Glover of the 
Colorado Agricultural college. The 
sale of oysters Is prohibited from May 
to August and poisoning by oysters 
may occur In September and October. 
It Is better not to take u chance on 
oysters that do not smell fresh, and 
this Is most likely to occur In the first 
oysters that appear In the inurket 
early In the fall. 

The secretary of agriculture says 
there Is a surplus of onions In tlie 
country and urges people to eat more 
onions. Consumption depends largely 
upon price. The country's onion trou- 
ble Is, the speculators store the late 
crop and sell at high prices, using the 
fill surplus to depress the spring crop 
and the spring surplus to depress the 
fall crop, says Houston Post. They 
are the hellions who gouge the pro- 
ducer and tlie consumer.

'd” to “t and would cut off the 
Welsh “y whence the word became 
‘Scot." Before the Third century 
Scotland wus called Ca'edonln or Al- 
ban ; England, of course, is Albion.

MAKE FRE QUENT IH SFECT10MS 

Driver Should Scrutinize Lubrication 

Chart and Familiarize Himself 
With Location of Every Grease 
Cup and Oil Hole. 

It Is of prime importance to handle 
the new onr carefully. ‘After the first 
trip take a wrench and go over every 
nut and bolt to make certlan they 
are all tight. The engine ports should 
receive especial attention, for the 
slightest defect will result In misfiring 
and poor carhuretlotj, writes William 
IT. Stewart in New York Times. Make 
your Inspections frequently for the 
first 1,000 miles until the car has 
worn In somewhat, then you can re- 
lax your vigilance a hit. 

Make a thorough study of your In- 
struction hook. Look at ttie lubrica- 
tion chart and familiarize yourself 
with the location of every grease cup 
nnd oil hole, then see that they are 
kept tilled *properly. This will Insure 
you against worn parts or scored hear- 
ings and. Incidentally, allow you to 
learn the lubrication system thorough- 
ly. 

New Car Is Stiff. 

When nn nutomohlle Is built the en- 
gine lias been run hut little and every 
part Is fitted tight to make them snug 
nfter the roughness hns worn off. Con- 
sequently the car Is very stiff and 
will not show much speed until those 
pnrts wear In. So don't exceed twen- 
ty-five miles an hour until the speed- 
ometer registers 1,000 miles. By so 
doing enclt part will “find Itself nnd 
you will he perfectly safe In exceeding 
thirty miles per hour. If you force 
n car before It hns obtained the 1,000 
miles It will result In a noisy engine 
and premnture repnlrs. 

Drain off the oil every 500 miles 
and replace It with fresh. The quan- 
tity of grit and dirt that comes from 
the crank-case Is usually surprising. 

The hearings and pistons throw off 
small particles of metal which If not 
removed with the old oil will work 
Into the bearings and cause trouble. 
Perhaps the motor will show a ten- 
dency to overheat when new. Don’t 
let this worry you for It Is merely 
the friction caused In wearing off the 
rough surface of the engine. Drive 
Intelligently and use plenty of oil and 
water and soon thla trdbble will dis- 
appear. 

Clean Body Carefully. 

The body cleaning should he done 
very carefully for the first month or 
so. Use a simple flow of water, with- 
out spray or force, otherwise the fin- 
ish will be mnrred. The longer you 
drive without unnecessary’ cleaning, 
the harder the varnish will become. 

Do not allow the engine to race or 
to run when the car is standing. Self- 
starters are made to he used nnd it 
Is good for the battery to he operated 
Intelligently. 

Keep the tires fully Inflated — soft 
tires consume power as well as de- 
stroy themselves. 

Keep the carburetor adjusted at the 
leanest possible mixture — a lean mix- 
ture reduces carbon deposits. 

Don’t try to economize by purchas- 
ing the "jnst ns good" oil. Buy the 
best grade and change the supply 
about every 500 miles. This will be 
most economical In the long run. 

If you follow the car driven by nn 
expert you will notice that he main- 
tains a constant speed ; that he does 
not loaf along and then suddenly Jump 
to forty miles an hour. More gasoline 
is used when you accelerate! Select 
a safe driving speed, making only 
gradual speed changes when it is nec- 
essary.

EVERYDAY LUNCHEONS. 

A GOOD nll-rouud substantial dish 
which will do for a main dish Is 

Potato 8oup. 

Cook one-half dozen good sized 
potatoes, one-half dozen onions to- 
gether in boiling salted water until 
tender. Then press them through a 
puree sieve, add butter, milk, salt and 
pepper, and serve piping hot. 

Lunchaon Eggs. 

Cut In slices three or four hard- 
cooked eggs. Prepare a rich white 
sauce, using two tablespoonfuls each 
of flour and butter, and when well 
blended add one cupful of rich milk; 
cook until smooth and thick, season 
with salt and pepper and stir In the 
eggs. Prepnre small pieces of buttered 
bread, pour over the suuce und bake 
Lntll hot in a moderate oven. 

Potato Salad. 

Cut In cubes three cold cooked 
potatoes, add three hard-cooked eggs, 

: cut In bits, one-lmlf cupful of wal- 
nuts und n dozen olives cut in small 
pieces. Pour over a French dressing 
made by using one tuhlespoonful of 
vinegar to three of oil, salt, cayenne 
pepper and a dash of catsup und onion 
Juice. 

Custard Plo. 

Prepare a pastry-lined pie plate and 
fill with the following: One pint of

! I know one young woman who la 
librarian in a technical library. Every- 
thing about the work Is attractive and 
interesting; the girl loves It. But she 
could not afford to keep the position 
were It not that she has a small pri- 
vate Income to help, and no one de- 
pendent upon her. She gets only |1,300 
a year, with a short vacation. 

Libraries and library positions are 
to see a great increase in the next few 
years. Clever and well-bred women 
will be In demand; But how can such 
women afford, with living expenses 
what they are, to take positions so 
, poorly paid? 

There must be a change In these 
things. 

The community must recognize that 
positions of this kind, which are an as- 
set to t lie whole neighborhood, should 
receive a fair return. A good library 
cannot be good unless the librarians 
who work In it are well trained and 
first-class. Such cannot go on forever 
making sacrifices because they wish 
to serve the community, and love the 
labor they do.

Modena Cathedral. 

The cathedral at Modena. Italy, con- 
secrated in 1184, is a well-designed 
Romanesque structure. The west 
facade Is one of the best of its date 
in Italy. It has three rouml-arched 
portuls, n gallery of graceful triple 
arcades which is continued around 
the church, a largo wheel window and 
much interesting sculpture. There 
are two sculptured porches on the 
south side. The three-aisled interior 
contains sculpture and tombs. The 
Ghirlumlinn tower, the campanile of 
the cathedral, finished to the spire in 
1315, is 313 feet high. The massive 
square lower stage, about 200 foot 
high, hears the slender spire, which 
springs from an octagon of two ar- 
caded tiers and is pierced with flower- 
like openings. Other objects of In- 
terest ure the art academy, univer- 
sity. picture gallery, library and the 
ducal palace. Modena became a Ro- 
mun colony about 183 B. C. It was 
situated on the Aeiniliun way, and 
was a flourishing Roman city.

PREPARING TURF FOR FUEL 

New Method, Said to Have Originated 
in Russia, May Result In Reliev- 
ing Shortage. 

A new method of drying turf to re- 
lieve the serious fuel shortage in Fin- 
land lias been put In operation in vari- 
ous Scandinavian countries. The new 
method was invented by engineers 
working under orders from the Rus- 
sian soviet government, to find a more 
labor-saving method of preparing turf 
as fuel for the grent central power sta- 
tion near Moscow, the process being 
made known in Finland through nn es- 
caping engineer. The fundamental 
principle of the process Is quite sim- 
ple. The raw turf in the swamp, by a 
powerful Jet of water under a pressure 
of 20 atmospheres, is freed from all 
old roots and changed to thin mud. 
This is pumped out on a drying field 
and spread in layers. When sufficient- 
ly dry it is cut into bricks of uniform 
size by means of a tractor. The turf 
pump is constructed like an ordinary 
water turbine, Is reversible with aid of 
electric motor, Is equipped with a cut- 
ting apparatus which completes the 
work of the water Jet, and can be 
raised or lowered as the surface of the 
mud varies. The entire equipment is 
mounted on a car which can be pushed 
fotwurd or backward on rails along the 
line of work. — Scientific American.

A local man charged with not hav- 
ing the tall liglit burning on tils auto- 
mobile was arraigned before tlie may- 
or, who assessed u line of $3. 

The accused protested, said it wns 
a poor law under which lie was fined 
and that lie did not think it would hold 
water in court. 

The mayor declared any law found- 
ed on the Bible was good enough for 
him. The defendant said lie couldn’t 
see where a tall light had anything to 
do with the Bible. The mayor looked 
pityingly ut the accused, and said : 

"Do you ^remember the tale about 
the ten virgins, five of whom hud lights 
and five of whom didn't? Well, if you 
do, you will remember that the Lord 
wouldn't have anything to do with the 
five without lights, uud neither will 
this court.” 

Cotton Stalks Will Furnish Paper. 

Tlie possibilities of cotton stalks as 
a source of paper have long been sus- 
pected mid experiments in this direc- 
tion have been made, hut for one reu- 
son or another it has never proved 
quite practical. 

Tlie nearest approach to success has 
been made recently, and it is an- 
nounced that there is a plant ut 
Greenwood, Mass., where f»0 tons of 
paper ure made every day from three 
times tiiut amount of stulk. 

Certain thin tuhulur filter In the 
plunt will make excellent cellulose for 
durable papers. It is strong and flex- 
ible. If a quurter of the annual sup- 
ply of the cotton stulks of the South 
were put to this use each year there 
would be no need of a puper shortage 
lu this country. 

Reservation for Aborigine*. 

The commonwealth of Australia has 
taken steps for tlie preservation of the 
aborigines of thut country uud has as- 
signed a tract of public lands la the 
northern territories as reservation fur 
the tribes. It iucludes the Mann und 
Peterson ranges and practically the 
whole of Luke Amadeus. Tlie govern- 
ments of South uud Western Australia 
have set aside adjoining areas for the 
purpose of this reservation.

RIGHT FOWLS FOR BREEDING 

Hene Art Preferable to Pullets ae 
They Lay Larger Eggs— Fret 
Range la Favored. 

e 

(Prepared by the United State* Depart- 
ment of Agriculture) 

If cockerels or pullet* are uaed In 
the breeding flock they should he well 
motured, poultry apecinllsta In the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture advise. Hens are better than 
pullet*. They lay larger eggs, w^ilch 
produce stronger chick*. Yearling 
and two-year-old hens are better than 
older ones. Pullet* used as breeder* 
should be mated with a cock rather 
than with a cockerel. If a cockerel 
I* used he should be mated with hens 
rather than with pullets. As a rule, 
well-matured cockerels will give bet- 
ter fertility than cock*. 

When possible, free range should 
be provided for the breeding stock. 
It Is better to provide It during the 
entire fall and winter before the 
breeding *ea*on, but, If this is not 
possible, free range Just preceding 
and during the breeding season will 
be of great value. Birds on free

range will get more exercise and, 
therefore, will he In better health and 
will give higher fertility, better hatch- 
es. and stronger chicks. 

The breeding flock needs careful 
supervision to make sure that the 
fowls keep In good breeding condi- 
tion. The birds and the houses should 
be examined often to see that they are 
not Infested with lice or mites. Either 
of these pests in any numbers will se- 
riously affect or totally destroy fer- 
tility. Care must be exercised also 
to sed that the male does not frost Ms 
comb or wattles. If these are frosted 
his ability to fertilise eggs will be Im- 
paired and may not be recovered tor 
several weeks. On very cold nights 
when there Is daDger of the combs be- 
ing frosted the males to be used as 
breeders must be put In a warm place, 
such as a box or crate of suitable size 
partly covered by a bag or cloth. The 
breeding male should be examined oc- 
casionally after feeding to see that his 
crop Is full and that he Is not grow- 
ing thin. Some males will allow the 
hens to eat all the feed, with the re- 
sult that they get out of condition. 
If this happens the male must be fed 
separately from the bens at least once 
a day. 

Provide the breeding stock witft 
comfortable quarters. The house 
must be draft proof, yet well venti- 
lated and dry. The birds should not 
be crowded. If the birds are yarded, 
4 square feet of floor space per bird 
should be allowed, but on free range 
from 3 to 3% square feet per bird will 
be enough. 

The breeder* must be fed so as to 
keep them In such condition that they 
will produce eggs. Any good laying 
ration Is suitable for this purpose. 
Beef scrap should not run above 10 or 
15 per cent of the total ration. The 
birds should be kept in good flesh but 
should not be allowed to become ex- 
cessively fat All whole or cracked 
grain should be fed In litter. This 
forces the fowls to exercise by scratch- 
ing for It. Ab a supply of green feed 
is usually lacking lute In the winter 
or early In the spring, sprouted oats, 
cabbage, mangels, or cut clover or 
alfalfa should be fed. 


GIVE CHICKS SKIMMED MILK 

Cenaldered Desirable for Youngsters 
During First Week, Accord- 
ing to Specialist*. 

Skimmed milk I* considered by spe- 
cialists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture very desirable 
for chicks during the first week. In 
order to insure thut all chicks get 
the milk It Is advisable to dip the 
chick’s beak in milk before it gets 
any other food. (This can best be 
done when removing chicks from the 
incuhutor.) Give milk to drink a* 
long as It is advisable. 


MUCH LOSS IS PREVENTABLE 

Farmer* Lose $15,000,000 Every Year 
by Selling Fertile Eggs — Rooster 
Is Cause. 

Selling fertile eggs for market pur- 
posed during warm weather cost farm- 
ers l?15.0UO.00u a year, say socialists 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. This loss is preventable.

SMALL P LOT IS S UFFICLEMT 

Garden Truck ae Source ef Mineral 
Matter and Proteins la Much 
More Important Than Many 
People Fully Realite. 

(Prepared by the United State* Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The old adage, “an apple a day 
keeps the doctor away," might quite 
as well have read “a carrot or an 
onion a day,’' and probably the result 
would be about the same as regards 
reducing the doctor's bill. Vegetables 
of ull kinds are necessary In the diet, 
but particularly valuable are those 
available In the spring and summer, 
say specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

Value of Vegetables in Diet. 
Without going Into definite figures 
It may be stated that the food value 
of vegetables, such as beans, peas, po- 
tatoes, sweet corn, bents and carrots, 
la very high. When considered from 
the standpoint of the food value of 
the crop that may be produced on a 
given area of land, beans, beets and 
carrots are ahead of almost any oth- 
er garden crop. One-tenth acre plant- 
ed entirely to carrots will yield about 
a ton, and in energy this would be 
equal to about 370 pounds of average 
beef. One-tenth acre of beets would 
also yield about a ton and be equal to 
380 pounds of average beef. One-tenth 
acre of lima beans would yield about 
120 pounds of dry beans, equal to 
about 220 pounds of beef. 

As sources of mineral matter and 
proteins needed by the body, vege- 
tables are much more valtiuble than

Vegetables Furnish Considerable Por- 
tion ef Needed Mineral Substances 
and Vitamines In Diet, Beside Bulk. 

many people realize. Also they sup- 
ply roughage, which Is believed to 
keep the body In good working order. 
In the course of nature, human beings 
as well as some animals seem to have 
so developed that they need a certain 
amount of roughage, which Is best 
supplied by the coarser vegetable 
foods. During recent years there lias 
been a growing tendency to reduce 
the roughage In cereals and some oth- 
er foods, and, In order to offset this, 
an extra effort should be made to sup- 
ply plenty of vegetables and fruits. In 
addition, fresh vegetables are among 
the best sources of what, for lack of 
a better name, have been called vita- 
mines. 

Nobody has ever been able to stand 
a vltainine up by Itself, or a group of 
them by themselves, so that we could 
look at them, but It la known that 
they are present Just the same, be- 
cause of the action that they have up- 
on the human body. 

Eat More Vegetables. 

Too much cannot be aald In favor 
of a larger proportion of vegetables 
In the diet of the American people. 
The English are considered a nation 
of meat eaters, but It baa been showu 
that Americana eat more meat per 
capita than do the English. A cer- 
tain amount of meat In the diet la 
highly desirable, but this should al- 
ways be balanced by a sufficient sup- 
ply of vegetables. 

One of the reasons that many peo- 
ple have to a great extent cut vege- 
tables from their diet is that they 
have been unable to get fresh vege- 
tables and do not relish stale ones. 
The Individual home vegetable garden 
planted either in the back yard, or a 
convenient piece of laud, not only 
solves the problem of supplying the 
family with vegetables at low cost 
and in ubundunce, but guarantees 
| their freshness. 

CARE OF HEATER IN SUMMER 

Avoid Danger of Rust by Cleaning in 
Spring and 8toring in Thoroughly 
Dry Place. 

There la danger of rust when a 
stove or furnace stands nnused for 
some time. Smokepipe* should he 
taken down In the spring, cleaned and 
■Cored In a dry place. The doors 
should be left open to keep the in- 
terior dry. A lump of unsluked lime 
on the grate will collect the moisture 
nnd thus prevent rust, home economic 
specialists in the I'ulted States De- 
partment of Agriculture say. Leave 
the boiler of a steam or hot-water 
heater filled with water up to the 
safety valve, during the summer.

Care used In saving and caring for 
all fat obtained from cooking meat in 
the home will save many a dollar 
which otherwise would have to be 
spent for butter, lard or other cooking 
fats. Fats derived front the cooking 
of bacon, ham, chicken, beef and 
other meats, should be kept, each Ifi 
its own receptacle, to be used for dif- 
ferent purposes. 

Household specialists In the United 
States Department of Agriculture say 
an old-fashioned method of clarifying 
fat from the soup kettle, or from 
cooked meats, ao that It may be used 
In the kitchen, Is to add the cold fat 
to a liberal quuntlty of cold water, 
then heat slowly and let cook for an 
hour or more. When cold, the cake of 
fat Is removed and the lower portion, 
which will contain the small particles 
of meat, should be scraped away and 
the white, clean fat saved. If the 
flavor or color, or both, are not satis- 
factory the process may be repeated 
several times. Another method, often 
recommended, Is to cook a number of 
slices of raw potato In the boiling fat. 

When an Ice chest is used, fat in 
small quantities may easily be kept 
sweet for cooking purposes. If lard 
is rendered at home In quantity suffi- 
cient for a longtime, It should be kept 
covered in tins or earthen Jars, In a 
cool, dry place, as in a cellar or store-

GOOD SUPPER TOMATO SAUCE 

Now and Appetizing Waya of Prepar- 
ing Eggo While Cheap Add 
Variety to Menu. 

Eggs are at their cheapest now, and 
new and appetizing ways of preparing 
them add variety to the menu. Here 
is a recipe recommended by the ex- 
perimental kitchen of the United 
States Department of Agriculture: 

acupSule tomato pulp >4 teaspoonful cele- 
and Juice (put ry salt, 
through a sieve). % teaspoonful pep- 
2 tablespoonfuls but- per.

Serve hot on toasted bread 
or with boiled rice. 

PEACHES MAKE FINE BUTTER 

Found Quito Uoeful by Housekeeper 
in Spring When Jams and Jelliea 
Are Running Low. 

Springtime often finds the house- 
keeper’s supply of Jelly und Jams In a 
depleted condition. When this is the 
case, peach butter made from canned 
and dried peaches may well come to 
the aid. 

The following recipe recommended 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture food specialists Is de- 
licious : 

To each four pounds of dried 
peuches use two quarts of canned 
peaches. Soak the dried peaches in 
water several hours and cook until 
tender. Add the canned peaches and 
rub the pulp through a colander or 
wire sieve. Stir 24 pounds of sugar 
Into tills pulp snd cook slowly, stir- 
ring often, for two hours, or until of 
the right thickness. Pack while hot 
and sterilize like peach butter. 

GIVE ATTENTION TO CLOTHES 

Washing and Preaalng ef Linen and 
Cotton Suitings Can Ba Dona 
Quite Nieely at Home. 

Cotton and linen suits can be 
pressed and laundered at home. Dust 
can generally be shaken from them, 
for they do not hold it as wool and silk 
do. Brushing tends to rub the dirt 
Into cotton and linen fibers. Heavy 
cotton and linen suitings should be 
pressed on the wrong side or with a 
thin cloth spreud over them. This 
makes them look more like new snd 
prevents shine on stains and marks of 
the iron.

1b 24 Inches wide, 30 Inches long and 
35 inches high. First construct the 
frame which forms the first story 
walls, out of boards 4 inches wide ;

GARDEN HELPS. 

Lacking n sprinkling can, one of the 
best substitutes I know of Is n tin 
can with perforated bottom, nnd a 
thick handle fastened to the sldo 
(Fig. 1). For some purposes this 
homemade garden accessory Is han- 
dler thnn a sprinkling can. 

A heavy cord to stretch between 
stakes to guide you In making straight 
rows, nnd a hoe, rake or dibble, are 
nil the tools you need for planting. 
Many gardeners prefer n dibble to a* 
hoe or rake for making holes for large 
seeds, for plnntlng bulbs, nnd for 
transplanting seedlings. Fig. 2 shows 
an easily made dibble. Whittle a 
stick handle, and at one end drive e 
10-penny nail through It. 

The dlhhle shown in Fig. 3 Is an 
umbrella linmlle with about one-half 
of Its rod cut off. This Is excellent 
for tanking holes for bulbs nnd trnns- 
plnntlugs. The dlhhle lu Fig. 2 Is bet- 
ter for seed plnntlng. 

Often young tomato plants nrw 
nipped by n Inte frost. The proper 
protection would have saved them. If 
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planted when tne weather Is warm, 
the plants must also be protected from 
the sun's rays. Figure 4 shows a 
plant protector that may be used In 
either case. The glass covered tin can 
makes a miniature cold-frntne. Figure 
5 shows the protector set close to the 
ground; Fig. 0 shows It raised for 
ventilation. 

Toronto cans are of the best sl^e, 
nnd 4-by-5 Inch camera plates are of 
the right size for glass tops. If you 
cannot get used camera plates, any 
broken pieces of glass you can find 
will do. If the cans have soldered 
ends, these can be removed by melting 
the solder ; if the ends are crimped on, 
as most cans are now made, cut the 
ends open with a can-opener. Punch 
a nail-hole In opposite sides of the 


way in boards C and E, and three In 
boards D and F, two Inches wide and 
three inches high. After marking 
them out bore holes In the corners 
and cut from one hole to another with 
a small saw. 

After cutting the doorways and nail- 
ing together the frames, cut and 
fasten the partitions In place. Then 
prepare floor boards I to fit the first- 
story frame, floor boards J to form a 
three-inch projection upon all sides of 
the second story frame, floor boards 
K to form a two-inch projection upon 
all sides of the third-story frame, and 
floor boards L to fit the third-story 
frame. A hole must be cut through 
the exact center of floors I, J and K 
for the post support V (Fig. 2) which 
extends through the first and second 
stories. Nail floor boards I, J and K 
to the under side of the first, second 
and third-story frames. These sec- 
tions need not be fastened to one an- 
other, because the support will tie 
them together when they are slipped 
over It 

Cut gable ends M and partition N 
(Fig. 3) out of 12-lnch boards, making 
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can near one end, place the glass on 
the can, pass a piece of wire over It, 
and stick the wire ends through the 
holes; twist the wire ends as In Fig. 
4, and the glass will be held in place. 

The plant protector In? Fig. 7 re- 
quires more time to make, but It has 
the advantage of being roomier than 
the can protector. The size of glass 
you obtain will determine the size of 
the parts. I used a 04 by 84-Inch 
camera plate, and the dimensions on 
the pattern of Fig. 0 are correct for 
gluss of this size. Go to a paint shop 
and see what you can get la suiull 
pieces of glass. 

Figure 8 shows a cross-section of 
the protector. Prepare end pieces A 
and front and back strips B, and nalt 
them together as shown. Then cut 
back piece C to fit, and nail It to the 
ends. The glass rests upon front strip 
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the angle at peak 45 degrees, and bore 
three two and one-half-lncb doorways 
through ends M. Nall floor boards L 
to the bottoms of these pieces (Fig, 

4), then fasten partitions O (4 Inches 
wide) between enijs M and partition 
N, and fasten floors P on top. Screw 
floor L to the third-story walls E. 

Cut root boards long enough to 
project six Inches over the gable ends 
and aide walla, fasten these together 
In two sections with battens, and 
strew to the gable ends. Nail the ' 
small shelf S (Fig. 4) to the top floor 
below the gable ends.

There must be a consciousness of re- 
verves In support If there Is to be any 
real strength tn a life, any strengrn 
such ns the poet evidently had In 
mind.

"Thou shalt remember all 
the way which the Lord thy God led 
thee these 40 years In the wilder- 
ness, to humble thee, and to prove 
thee, to know what was In thine 
henrt.” “Thou shalt .remember” — the 
command still holds.

Lenin 1ms tried out the 
communistic theories and has found 
them unworkable, Just ns they have 
always been in all attempts that ever 
have been made.

FARM LETTER 

AQRICULTURR IN BAY STATE 

By Eward Lukeman 

If any of the readers of this col- 
umn are enough Interested to examine 
the last U. 8. census carefully they 
will find Maasachuaett* stands 38th 
In the list of farming. 

Now what Is the remedy for this 
condition? You cannot claim that 
the M asaachuaet ta fanner la not a 
good fanner, or that hla ancestors 
were not good fanners. They htid to 
be In order to live. But conditions 
have completely changed and the 
fanner must understand this and 
meet the conditions of a new age. 

On very many farms the' scrub cow. 
the scrub hog and senib poultry reign 
supreme. Many farm yards hlunbor 
a lot of Junto that should be valuable 
machinery. All for the want of prop- 
er places to store it. The land Ls 
badly run out on many of them, and 
will not produce more than one-hialf 
ton of hay to the acre, while under 
the Intensive method one will pro- 
duce three tons or six times as much.' 

The man who succeeds krill not 
only be the one who is able to make 
two blade? grow where one grew 
before, but the one who' is able 
to keep two animals where one was 
kept before. The one who increases 
his flock of poultry and improves Ills 
bleed of cuttle and hogs. The farmer 
must raise corn to feed Ills animals 
instead of employing the easy and ! 
shiftless way of purchasing It by the j 
hag at the stores. 

It ha3 been proven time and time 
again that more corn can be raised 
to the acre in this state than In Illi- 
nois or Iowa. 

Then conies the question of farm 
labor, which is always a serious mat- 
ter as far hUck as 1 can remember. 

I think the day of the farm laborer 
under the old conditions has gone 
forever. The one who was a trusted 
counsellor and a friend and almost 
a member of the family, has become 
extinct on most New- England farms. 

However a new factor has come 
to take the place of th*e t arm -hand 
mentioned above, and that factor is 
the boys and girls aud their clubs. 
One of the greatest advtuitagcs aris- 
ing from the late war was the enlist- 
ment of boys and girls in farm set 
vice. There is some danger that this 
may lapse for want of interest. Not 
all the boys and girls from the High 
schools will want to continue in this 
work, but many of them will 

Working so close to nature and to 
Gcd will lhalo it their life’s profes- 
sion. but the work and the compensa- 
■tion must both he made attractive. 
The farmer must offer to Lis own 
children and to other children, if he 
lias none of his own, opportunities 
as partners. The intelligent boy or 
girl will have to be given a share in 
the profits of the work they perform 
•and this is as it should be. 

At the Eastern States Exposition 
he ld last fall, 610 boys and git Is each 
a prize winner in various fields, were 
g:ven a week as a reward, end their 
intelligence and enthusiasm was most 
Inspiring. 

Here will be found the future ffarm- 
ers of Massachusetts, as well as the 
rest of the New England States. 
Through the schools they will have 
fit st-hand knowledge of the most sat- 
entifle methods. They will know the 
value of up-to-date farm machinery, 
and how to care for it. They wdll 
be inspired with a love of t:;e very 
best in everything ttmt pertains to tlie' 
farm. They MU produce) the vexy 
best farm animals, and never be sat- 
isfied with anything or the scrub va- 
r'ety. Their pigs wiU outweigh. 
Their cows give double the quantity 
of milk, and the hens produce double 
the number of eggs. They will come 
without prejudice, and they will ful- 
fill the needs of Massachusetts agri- 
culture. 

New England now produces one- 
seventh of the manufactured products 
ot the United States and the time ts 
coming when Massachusetts will be 
able to feed itself. It will, however, 
t.eed the encouragement of State and 
National agencies, of school authori- 
ties and county organizations and 
manufacturing interests. The cities 
must help or starve. The city people 
must get over the idea that the farm- 
er Is growing rich out of the high 
price of food. Other forces outride 
the farmer are to blame for that. 
They should think that we are a gei.- 
erous people and live among historic 
surroundings. Here in more ancient 
days people of this state laid the 
foundation of m'glity power. 

The history of this state is closely 
interwoven with that of the nation. 
Again and again it has sent forth its 
bravest to build up other suites, and 
to the nation it luis given men whose 
name and fame will live as long as 
the county lasts. E. L.

IN DRIVING CAR 

Many Drivers Add to Numerous 
Ills by Failure to Consider 
Safety Points. 

AVOID S TRAINED ATTITUDES 

Most Natural Position Is Correct One 

to Assume In Driving, an Automo- 
bile — Slouching in 8eat Will 
Cause Fatigue. 

Motoring, taken In right doses, Is 
henlthfnl. There Is such a thing, how- 
ever, or an overdose. There Is a cor- 
rect and nn Incorrect way to drive and 
ride, from the standpoint of health, as 
well as from the standpoint of ordi- 
nary safety. 

No learned physician need he con- 
sulted to determine If you drive cor- 
rectly. Anyone can diagnose his own 
case. The symptoms are not hidden, 
says Cleveland 1‘luln Dealer. 

If, after a drive of fifty to a hundred 
miles, one gets out of his machine 
physically or mentally exhausted, 
“completelcy all In," his way of driv- 
Is “nil wrong." 

In driving any horse not particularly 
high spirited, the reins are usually left 
hanging rather loosely, seldom tnut. 

In steering nn automobile, hold the 
wheel as you would a quiet, easy-going 
mare — easily. 

Many people, when driving, hold to 
the steering wheel wtlh all muscles 
teuse and set. That Is fatiguing and 
when quick action is demanded the 
muscles do not respond us readily as 
they should. 

Constant driving In this fashion Is 
usually due to nervousness. A general 
physical relaxation noted on finishing 
a trip Is the symptom denoting this 
habit; though most persons so afflicted 
are aware of It, catching themselves 
frequently In strained attitudes. 

Another Bad Habit. 

Another bad habit among operators 
of motor vehicles Is the tendency to 
slouch In the seat at the wheel. No 
one seems to cherish the old coach- 
man's erect attitude, preferring to get 
as near a reclining position as possi- 
ble. 

Yet there are few coachmen suffer- 
ing from curvature of the spine or 
round shoulders. The most natural 
sitting position is the correct one to 
assume when driving an automobile. 
Leaning over the wheel and resting 
one arm on the side of the car as on 
an arm rest are not healthful posi- 
tions. While not necessarily harmful 
In themselves, they are In the end tir- 
ing. 

A common nffllction is eye strain. 
This Is brought on by much night driv- 
ing where the operator is peering for a 
long time into poorly lighted roads, or 
standing the glare of/bliuding search- 
lights. 

To prevent this, look as much as 
possible into the streuin of yQur own 
headlights and never, if possible. Into 
approaching glares. If you are driv- 
ing far enough on your own side of the 
mad this is generally unnecessary. 

Don't try to see too much at once. 
That Is dangerous to more than the 
eyes. 

Remove Rubber Footwear. 

Inclement weather necessitates 
wearing of rubbers and overshoes. 
They have always been known to make 
the feet perspire when worn where 
the temperature Is normal. When 
worn while operating an automobile, 
especially a closed ear, the radiuted 
heat from the motor passing up 
through tlie door liourds and trans- 
mitted by the metul controls, accentu- 


ates this tendency. Tender feet often 

result. 

It Is well to remove rubber footwenr 
when driving n closed car. For similar 
reasons- rubber-sole shoes arc not rec- 
ommended for one who drives much. 

Another dangerous practice is that 
of opening a divided windshield In 
such a way n5 to allow a small hut 1 
I enetrntlng draft to blow on the face. 
In many cars the shield Is so divided i 
that when partly opened the cold blast J 
strikes one directly across the eyes or ; 
forehead. This induces neuralgia and j 
brings on head colds. 

Better far to have the shield opened 1

N EVER take your seat until the 
lady of the house is seated. Never 
lounge on the table with your elbows, 
nor tip backwards In your chair. 

Never play with your knives, forks, 
or glasses, but cultivate repose at the 
table. It Is an aid to digestion. 

Never make diagrams on the table- 
cloth with your fork or spoon to Illus- 
trate what you -are talking about. 

Never leave the table to get some- 
thing that you want to show some one 
else at the table — to find a hook to 
verify a quotation you have inude or 
settle a disputed point. These things 
can be attended to after the meal. 

Never light cigar or cigarette un- 
less you are asked to by your hostess 
or unless others are doing so. Never, 
under any circumstances, smoke be- 
tween courses, but wait until after 
dessert when coffee is served. 

Never tuck your napkin into your 
vest, yoke or collar. It is unfolded 
once and laid across the knees with- 
out a flourish.

The famous bishop of 
Prague, who was martyred near Dant- 
aig while preaching to the heathen 
Prussians In »97, was called Adel- 
brecht and his fame spread the use 
of the name throughout a great part 
of Europe. 

Italy received It and straightway 
changed It to Alberto. It Is from this 
latter that the feminine forms, Al- 
berta and Albertine, were formed. 
The husband of the late Queen Vic- 
toria, who bore the name of Albert, 
brought both the masculine and fem- 
inine into great vogue in England. In- 
deed, It has since been accepted as a 
national nnme. 

But, like all names which have a 
masculine uud feminine equivalent, 
Alberta has no really Individual ex- 
istence. After all, she is merely a 
masculine name with a feminine 
termination. But unlike many of her 
contemporaries, such as Edwlna and 
Roberta, she Is almost frivolously 
feminine und is not regarded us u sub- 
stitute name for the hoped-for son 
and heir who wus to have been culled 
Albert.

MEAT UNDER PERPETUAL BAN 

Residents and Visitors on Island of 

Valamo, Finland, Must Obey Law 
Centuries Old. 

Every dny Is fish day on the little 
Island of Valamo, Finland, 12 squares 
miles In area. Almost ten centuries 
ago monks of the Greek / Cnthollc 
church embarked on Lake Ladoga to 
find a new home and landed on Vala- 
mo. 

A fine old monastery they built and 
framed a law that from that day on 
no meat should ever be eaten on the 
Island. Recently several members of 
the American Red Cross stationed at 
the Russian refugee camp at Vtborg, 
mnde a Journey to the Island and were 
entertained at Innch In the monas- 
tery built to replace the one destroyed 
In 1754. The old law Is still observed 
by the 450 monks now living there. 

From the day they arrive on the 
Island to the day they leave or die 
no meat Is eaten by them. Husky, 
strong and living to a good old age, 
this lack of meat as food Is not ap- 
parent in their build. For lunch the 
Americans had fish In several forms, 
‘fried, baked and In soup, but always 
fish. 

Hunting Is barred, trapping Is ta- 
boo, so that temptation In the shape 
of meat may never come. Smoking 
also Is banned. 

No Aerial Mail for Chineao. 

Willie Cluing Tso Lin, who today 
dominates the north of Chinn, was 
wondering Just what he would do with 
six airplanes which he ordered from 
England the question of the disposal 
of three of them was settled for him. 
lie was undecided whether to use 
them for military purposes or for the 
establishment of n mall service, In ac- 
cordance with tlie terms of the con- 
tract.

There are several ways to tell when 
a hen Is becoming broody and wants 
to sit. Soft, downy feathers are left 
In the nest ; the hen stays on the 
nest longer when laying. On being ap- 
proached she will remnln on the nest, 
making a chucklag noise and ruffling 
her feathers. When one Is reasonably 
Rure that the hen ia broody, and her 
breast feels warm to the hand, ahe 
Is ready to be transferred to the nest 
previously prepared where she Is to 
sit f 

At this time It Is advisable to dust 
the hen thoroughly with insect powder. 
In doing so hold the hen by the feet 
with the head down, working the pow- 
der well Into the feathers, especially 
those around the vent and under the 
wings. The sitting hen should be 
dusted again on or about the eight- 
eenth day of Incubation to be sure 
that no lice are present when the 
chicks are hatched. Powder should 
also be sprinkled In the nest. Sodi- 
um fluortd may be used for the pur- 
pose, say poultry specialists of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

When possible the nest should be 
In some out-of-the-way place, where 
the hen will not be disturbed. Night 
Is the best time for moving the hen 
from the regulur laying nest to the 
one she Is to ait on. She should be 
handled carefully. A china egg or 
two should he place! t In the nest, 
and a board or a covering may be 
placed over the nest so that the hen 
will not get off. Toward the end of 
the second day go quietly to the nest, 
leave some feed and water, uml re- 
move the covering from the top or 
front of the nest, so that she can 
come off when ready. The best feed 
for the sitting hen Is whole cum or 
wheat, or both. Should she return 
to the nest after feeding, replnce the 
china egg with those to be Incubated, 
The nest should be slightly dark- 
ened, as the hen is then not so likely 
to become restless.

pat more than 10 eggs under a hen. 
Later In the spring, however, from 12 
to 15 eggs can be set, according to the 
size of the hen. 

When several hens are sitting In 
the sume room they should be sep- 
arated by partitions and should be 
kept on the nests and allowed to come 
off only once each day to receive 
feed and water. A hen that does not 
voluntarily come off the nest should 
be taken off. As a rule hens will re- 
turn to their nests before there Is 
any danger of the eggs chilling, but 
If they do not go back In half an hour 
they should be put back. 

Examine and clean the neat care- 
fully, removing any broken eggs and 
washing- those that are soiled. Nest- 
ing material soiled by broken eggs 
should be replaced with clean straw, 
hay, or chaff. Nests containing brok- 
en eggs soon become infested with 
mites and lice, which will cause the 
liens to become uneasy and leave the 
nest. This Is likely to be the cause 
of the loss of valuable sittings of 
eggs. When a nest la Infested with- 
mites, the hen. if fastened in, will 
often he found standing over rather 
then sitting on the eggs. 

Eggs Isld late In winter or early 
In spring are frequently infertile, and 
for that reason it Is advisable to set 
several hens at the same time. After 
from five to seven days* incubation, 
the time deluding somewhat on the 
color and thickness of the shells, the 
eggs should be tested, the Infertile 
and dead-germ eggs removed and the 
fertile ones returned to the hens. Thus 
In many Instances all the eggs re- 
maining under several hens may be 
placed under one or two, and the bens 
from which the eggs were taken may 
be reset. For instance, 210 eggs are set 
under 3 hens at the same time, that 
is, 10 under each hen. At the end of 
T days, at which time the eggs should 
be tested, It may be found tiiat 10 are 
Infertile or have dead genus, leaving 
only 20 fertile eggs. These 20 eggs caa 
then be put under the two hens, and a 
new sitting placed under the third

CONTAMINATES FOOD

Dangerous Micro-organisms Are 
Found Everywhere; 


Results of Series of Experiments 
Made by Department of Agri- 
culture Specialists.

Dangerous micro-organisms, known 
as "germs," as well as those which cause 
food to spoil, are often to be found In 
food which has been carelessly han- 
dled. Typhoid and acarlet fevers, 
tuberculosis, colds, influents, diph- 
theria, and other diseases may be 
carried by food. Most so-called food 
poisoning la due to harmful micro- 
organisms carried Into the body by 
food which has been contaminated 
either by accident or carelessness. 
These organisms are to be found 
everywhere, but especially In dust, 
dirt and filth. They ure often carried 
by flies, vermin and household pests. 
They may also get Into lood from un- 
washed hands or from’dlshes which 
may appear clean but are not. 

To guard agulnst these microscopic 
enemies of the human race, protect 
the food from dirt, filth and flies by 
keeping It In clean places and In 
clean receptacles, say Department of 
Agriculture specialists. Insist that 
every person who handles food or 
dishes washes the hands before be- 
ginning work, scalds all the dishes, 
dries them with towels washed out in 
boiling water, or drains them dry. 
Care should be taken to cover the 
mouth and nose In sneezing and 
coughing, particularly when near food.

The rack In Fig. 1 was designed for 
six of an amateur gardener's essential 
tools — spade, fork, hoe, rake, trimmer, 
and trowel.

Then make 
up the frames shown In Figs, ft and 4, 
cutting side pieces D and F out of I 
by 4 Inch boards, of the lengths shown, 
nnd division blocks R 2 Inches long 
by 4 Inches wide; assemble the pieces 
In the manner shown, spnclng the divi- 
sion blocks 2 Inches npnrt. The ends 
of the lower frame (Fig. 8) come flush 
with the sides of uprights A, the ends 
of the upper frame project 2 Inches 
beyond.

If you are fond of doughnuts, but 
find those you make at home become 
soaked with fat while frying, the fol- 
lowing suggestions may be of help. 
They are the result of a long series 
of experiments in the absorption of 
fat by fried batters and doughs car- 
ried on In the experimental kitchen of 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

A rich dough always absorbs more 
fat in frying than a plainer mixture. 
Unless you wish your doughnuts to be 
excessively rich, do not be too 
lavish Alth butter, sugar, and eggs. 
The following recipe makes doughnuts 
which. If properly fried, are not so 
excessively rich as to be a menace to 
digestion. 

Plain Doughnuts. 

1 cupful sugar. Ing powder (level

ter. 1 teaspoon ful salt. 

• eggS, 1 teaspoonful cinna-

A very soft dough absorbs more fat 
than a stlffer mixture, was another 
fact found through these experiments. 
Too much flour, however, makes a 
doughnut that Is not so light and fluffy 
as la desirable. The addition of hot 
rlced potatoes to the mixture makes a

For the baby bonnet at the left of 
the group a wide, noft satin ribbon In 
cream color, blue or pink Is chosen and 
shaped to fit the head by rows of 
shlrrlngs. These form frills about the 
face and neck. The bonnet has a 
Very soft Interlining nnd a lining of 
very light, soft silk. Nnrrow sutln rib- 
bon makes the bridle which extends 
from side to side under the cliln. 

Wide and narrow ribbons are used 
for the child's hat shown at the right.

of narrow ribbon are placed and the 
same decoration Is used for the edge 
of the brim — the straps overlapping.

The sachet bags Illustrated are 
made of satin ribbons In light colors.

MAKE CLOTHES LAST LONGER 


Garments Soon Become Shabby If 
Not Given Good Care — Airing 
and Washing Is Urged. 


Garments even of the best qunllty, 
design and workmanship will soon be- 
come shabby through lack of care. 
On the other hand, those that may 
have cost only half as much may be 
kept trim and fresh for a consider- 
able length of time through painstak- 
ing care. 

Cotton and linen garments, es- 
pecially those that touch the skin or 
are worn In hot weather, should be 
carefully aired and frequently wnshed, 
because they absorb oil and perspira- 
tion from the body. If dresses, waists 
and other outer garments ore care- 
fully placed on hangers as they are 
being aired, many wrinkles will dis- 
appear. 

Sponging and pres^fl* gfiS * woolen 
flMPftts, *fnft , “too frequent pressing of 
pnrtly soiled white washable garments 
will tend to yellow them and colored 
ones may be permanently discolored 
In this way.

Fry your doughnuts no longer than 
necessary. Frying doughnuts In fat 
that Is not hot enough, or rolling and 
cutting them so that they are too 

thick to cook through In a short time, 
or failure on thp part of the cook to 
Judge when they are done, or any oth- 
er cause that keeps them In the fat 
too long, tends to make them greasy. 

Testing the temperature of the fat 
with a thermometer Is the best method 
In frying doughnuts. Other methods, 
though sometimes successful, are un- 
certain. A temperature of 185 degreea 
Oontrlgrade, or 365 degrees Fahren- 
heit, has been found satisfactory. 
Doughnuts rolled about M inch thick 
can usually be fried in S minutes at 
this temperature If they are turned to 
make them brown evenly ; or they may 
ba fried In 14 minutes If forced under 
the surface of the fat during frying. 

Frying With a Basket. 

It was found that the use of some 
device to force the doughnuts under 
the surface of the fat was the most 
satisfactory method of frying. An or- 
dinary wire frying basket, with a ball 
asd slightly smaller In diameter than 
the frying kettle, can be used. When 
the doughnuts first rise to the surface 
of the fat, lower the empty basket 
over them under the surface of the 
fat. Doughuuts fried by this method 
absorb less fat, brown evenly, and 
are much less apt to crack than when 
turned In frylug. The basket can be 
ased for draining the doughnuts after 
they are removed from the fat.

FARM LETTER 

WHY PLANT A GARDEN 

By Edward Lukeman 

At this season of the year when all 
who can should have made ?. goon 
start with their garden and have 
everything well under way, It begins 
to look as if a good many gardens 
will tills year grow a luxuriant crop 
of weeds. In fact the seedmen saj, 
practically no demand exists for the 
war garden collection of seeds t hat 
v ere so numerous during the last four 
years. Doubtless there are a good 
many reaeons: that vegetables are 
now selling in many cases as low as 
before the war. and that the course 
from now on will be downward all 
along the line. 

Now. if any of the readers of tills 
column are reasoning in tills way, 
Just stop and consider the following: 
potatoes are now selling at a loss to 
the grower of $1.50 per bar: el, and 
according to the most reliable farm 
papers, the acreage planted lo them 
will be greatly reduced. Then again 
the freight rates are very high aud 
the Aune is true of farm labor, while 
manure from the large city stable-, 
is almost impossible to obtain. The 
auto truck has displaced th - horse 
and this is what causes the scarcity. 
The Fertilizer Trust u> wed aware 
of this fact, aud have not ■ educed 


the price of the high grad-? brands 
enough to notice it, but they hare 
some in the cheaper grades. This ts 
not very satisfactory to users and 
does not produce any bumper crops. 
So taken all in all everything points 
to the fact that vegetables will be 
scarce and high. Better get busy at 
once, while you still have time. 

Have you sprayed your trees and 
currant bushes yet? If you have not 
you will come home some night and 
wonder what has happened to your 
currants. The currant worms are 
gross feeders, and only take two or 
three days from the time they jtart 
until the Job is complete. Arsenate 
of lead or pyrox is the best liquotl 
rpray. Hellebore's or Hammond’s 
slug shot Is excellent for dusting on 
the bushes. Whichever method- you 
use will produce the desired result. 

Have you made a second planting 
of corn yet? Its about the right time 
to do so. If you start about May 10 
p.nd continue every two weeks until 
July 1 you can have green corn until 
Nov. 10, and this should he worth 
a little extra effort on your part. 
Golden Bantam is the variety you 
will have to pliant when you let it go 
until July 1. Its a yellow variety, 
and one of the very best and it will 
surely please you. 

This is the time In every year whet, 
many who are employed in the cities 
get a longing for the country. But 
It is well in every case to go slow, 
and consider what one must do In 
order to succeed. Many peop.e have 
tlio idea that all you need do is to 
purchase an incubator and start in 
tiie poultry busless; never giving the 
subject any study, or' whether they 
are adapted to it or not. 

Now anyone who goen into the 
poultry business in this manner will 
I surely be a student in the school of 
hard kfnocks. Its a fascinating bust- 
ness however, 'and if you gc at it 
slowly and a determination to master 
the subject thoroughly, it will provr- 
a profitable business. Every loss you 
meet with should show you how to 
avoid this same thing in the future, 
rnd in Ibis way prove a real asset. 
You won’t think so at the time, but 
you will afterward. 

Many people will tell you that the 
, poultry business is overdone. 1 have 
heard this same cry as far back as I 
can remember, but it has never come 
true*, und its just as far away as ever. 
Poultry products sell as readily at 
the present time and there is as much 
difference between the cost of pro- 
duction and the selling price, as in 
any year since we have been keeping 
poultry. 

A common mistake that many peo- 
ple make is to purchase hatching 
eggs from the neighbor. Now this 
way Is sure to invite failure. You get 
all kinds of mongrels and nothing 
but disappointment can come out of 
this. It’3 a great deal better to pay 
a little more and get eggs from some 
up-to-date poultry man. You can 
watch the papers and see who 13 
winning in the egg-laying contest, 
an’d if you order from any one of those 
you won’t go far wrong. 

Make up your mind what br>ed you 
want and then stick to it. Changing 
breeds is about as bad as changing 
business. Lots of people who never 
could make a success of anything, 
will advise you what breed to kteep, 
but with poultry no one breed con- 
tains all the good points. Its the 
tare and attention to details, as welt 
as feeding, that makes the best egg 
producers. Of course a good' building, 
where the birds will have plenty of 
air, and this can be secured by hav- 
ing what Is called the open front type, 
is about the best. That Is, no win- 
dows on the south side. Muslin cur- 
tains are used and these are never 
put up only In zero weather. 

The buildings must be sprayed of- 
ten, and kept clean. This is impera- 
tive. To succeed in any undertaking 
requires a vast amount of hard work, 
and only by the best of management 
can anyone hope- to succeed. It's your 
own fault if you go into the poultry 
business, and do not know of the 
latest scientific methods. Keep up 
with the times by reading the beat 
poultry papers. Be kind and patient 
with the birds and In this manner 
you will surely make a success of it.

ALARM WARNS OF 
DEFECTIVE TIRE 

Electric Device Invented by In- 
dianapolis Man Can Be At- 
tached to Any Wheel. 

ELECTRIC SWITCH DOES WORK 


Placed In Position So That They Will 
Be Thrown to On* or Other of 
Closed Poeitlone When Tire 
Is Punctured. 

It frequently happens thnt nlr leaks 
slowly from n tire without the driver's 
knowing It. The tire becomes Hat and 
the rims of the wheel cut Into it. To 
warn drivers In lime, George F. Young 
of Indianapolis has recently Invented 
an electric alarm which can be at- 
tached to any wheel. It consists of nn 
electric switch which Is mounted on 
the axle of a wheel. The blade of 
this switch projects toward the spokes 
of the wheel. The end of the blade 
stops very close to the spokes, though 
enough space Is left to enable the 
blude to barely clear them. 

Working of Switch. 

Working In conjunction with the 
blade of the switch is a metal finger 
mounted on one of the spokes of the 
wheel. This finger can slide radially 
to the wheel, but u spring normally ' 
holds It away from the axle, with one ,

end up against the underside of the 
Inflated tire. The other end of the 
finger will clear the projecting blade 
when the tire Is properly inflated. Just 
as soon us the tire begins to flatten, 
the finger is pressed radially Inward 
and It strikes against the projecting 
blade. The switch la thereby closed 
and an alarm, such as a well located 
light or buzzer which Is very easily 
beard, Is operated. 

Rotate With Wheels. 

The various switches are mounted so 
that they do not rotate with the wheels 
with which they are associated ; but 
they are placed in a position so that 
they will be thrown to one or the oth- 
er of their closed positions when the 
tire is punctured or If the nlr suddenly 
leaves it. Tills method of mounting 
muy be carried out in several different 
forms. The one most convenient Is 
shown lu the accompanying illustra- 
tion. — Popular Science Monthly.

Takes Power of Engine and Transmits 
It to Propeller Shaft Which 
Moves According to Move- 
ment of Rear Axle. 

There are hundreds of moving parts 
on an automobile or motortruck, but 
none works s<> hard and so efficiently 
as n universal Joint. Such a Joint Is 
necessary on the propeller shaft ex- 
tending from the clutch to transmis- 
sion and from the transmission to the 
rear axle, as the caVc may he. 

Universal Joints are known to oper- 
ate at more than PS per cent efficiency, 
which cannot be said of any other part 
of nn automobile doing such strenuous 
work. 

The universal Joint, ns Its name in- 
dicates, allows for free or universal 
movement of the propeller shaft. It is 
like your thumb, which you can wiggle 
in all directions. 

A universal Joint .takes the power 
of the engine and transmits It to the 
propeller shaft. A t the same time this 
Joint may lie constantly moving first 
in one direction, then another, hut 
usually It moves up and down because 
the rear axle keeps moving up and 
down over the road. 

The propeller shaft angularity varies ■ 
according to the relative movement of 
the rear axle, and were It not for the 
use of universal Joints the shaft would 
bend or break, and hence could not 
transmit power. 

Every automobile uses universal 
Joints on the propeller shaft. This is 
an all-metal Joint, and the only care 
which this hard-working part receives 
Is a little grease twice each year. It Is 
remarkable how this part stands up 
even when owners forget It. 

Most owners do not know what a 
universal Joint looks like because It 
never gives any trouble, but tbe wise 
owner will not allow Joints to go with- 
out grease. 

Grease Is enslly injected through the 
filler opening by means of n suitable 
grease gun. The Joint should not be 
filled completely — one-third full Is suf- 
ficient. 

INJURIOUS TO CAR SURFACE 

Common Practice of Using Ammonia 
to Brighten 8urfaee of Hood 
Will Ruin Finish. 

There used to be a common practice 
of trying to brighten up the finish of 
the hood by the use on It of a solu- 
tion of ammonia. This is about the 
worst thing that could be done, as 
ammonia eventually destroys the fin- 
lsh-j Unfortunately the ammonia gives 
a little temporary brilliance to the fin- 
ish. hut in the long run it ruins it 
In fact, ear manufacturers recom- 
mend thnt no enr be kept in a stable 
or bnrn, ns the nmmnniu from manure 
gradually destroys the enameled sur- 
face.

DEVIL WORSHIP 

A N AMERICAN explorer line Just 
returned to civilization after a 
visit to the interior of Ecundor and 
the homeland of the Jibnro Indians. 

This tribe of hend-hunting suvuges 
have lived in the same territory since 
long before Columbus discovered the 
Americas and have kept wholly free' 
from the influence of civilization. 

The most striking evidence of their 
failure to advance in the centuries 
which have passed over them is the 
report of the explorer that the Jlbaros 
do not believe in a God, but that they 
do worship devils.

lire. 

He sees a devil In the wild beast 
thut kills Ills cattle. There Is u demon 
power thut helps his enemies of uu- 
other tribe. 

The white man’s gun Is an Inven- 
tion of some evil spirit and the drought 
which spoils his crop or the deluge 
which overflows his lands ure evi- 
dences to him of the activities of 

some powerful and unfriendly spirit 
which he must lu some wuy appease.

In some of the earliest written his- 
tory of this country, the nurrutive left 
by Captain John Smith of Virginia, 
there is much spuce devoted to the 
devil worship of the Indluus of that 
territory and the sacrifice of children 
to quiet the wrath of the evil ones. 

All through tradition and history 

from Set, the demon of death and evil 
In the mythology of early Egypt down 
to the Hop! Indian dances which take 
place yearly in Arizona, there has 

been a continuous story of devil wor- 
ship and rites and rituals Intended to 
appeuse his wrath and gain his friend- 
ship.

PART TIME WORK 

T HERE are two reasons why part- 
time work is sought. The first Is 
thut the woman who has her own home 
to run ennnot he nwny ull duy without 
serious consequences, parlicujjirly If 
she Is a mother ns well as a wife. 
Yet It is sometimes necessary to have 
the woman add something to tlie di- 
rect Income. Part time work Is the 
solution. 

The second reason Is that the regu- 
lar job does not pay enough. This is 
often the case with teachers and li- 
brarians and other professional work- 
ers whose salaries are small, while 
the calls upon them are great. They 
do not want to give up the special pro- 
fessional labor in which they ure regu- 
larly engaged, yet they must have 
more money. 

Summer Johs are various, from ac- 
cepting positions as governess to chil- 
dren, or waiting at summer hotels, to 
filling In at offices where vacations ure 
cutting down the regular force. A 
stenographic summer job can often be 
secured In an office for two weeks or 
a month, und then unother one, und so 
on until the vueution season closes. 
Some women are successful In tuklng 
parties of young girls or older women 
on tourist excursions, charging a good 
price for services of this sort. 

Lecturing Is unother good purt-tlme 
Job. The lectures ure plunned for 
women's dubs und political associa- 
tions. To succeed here you must he a 
good speuker, and have from four to 
six lively pupers to read on any given 
subject, or on two or three allied sub- 
jects. It Is best to specialize. 

Teaching craft work Is an excellent 
part-time occupation, and so ure the 
various housekeeping Jobs that are 
opening fur the trained woman who 
wishes to give only half a day to such 
work. Two women 1 know divide he- 1 
tween them the work of an office, as 
well as the salary, fine goes for the 
morning, the other for the afternoon, 
and this has worked well. 

The woman looking for part-time 
work Is more .likely to get It today 
than in any period before. It is a 
solution for both employer and em- 
ployees that is certain to become 
more and more popular.

THE STRAIGHT-LINE DRESS 

Garments Are Long Waisted, Often 
Without Any Belt, Skirt Being 
Gathered to Bodice. 

The serge , dresses are built on 
straight lines, long waisted, often with- 
out any licit, the skirt being gathered 
tp the bodice. On u few models there 
Is a narrow belt, starting from the 
sides and tied a little on one side. 
Trimming is mostly placed on the 
skirt, consisting of embroidery In mod- 
ern designs, In silk or wool, or even 
In bends.

It Is trimmed with 
a coqunrde or a sttfT little ostrich tip 
curling under the point at each side. 
It Is a satisfactory little tailored hat 
at all times. And about thut sprig 
of paradise — its sprouts out or drips 
off the hat at most unexpected places. 
Many times the dressy hat of all 
black has no other trimming.

The black satin couts that ure so 
smart for young girls this spring look 
for all the world like their grand- 
mothers' — or rather, their grout-grand- 
mothers', for uo grandmothers of to- 
day's young girls wear garments like 
those. They are mude with quilting 
in black or white for trimming. A 
deep border Is quilled around the bot- 
tom sometimes, und sometimes a wide 
coliur or a narrow collar and cuffs are 
quilted. They ure quulnt little coats, 
aud look charming on a young figure.

The appearance of n bird Is. not nl- 
ways a sure indication of Its vigor, 
hut appearance and action taken to- 
gether are a fairly reliable guide for 
picking out vigorous birds, say 
poultry specialists of the United 
States Depnrtmont of Agriculture. 

The comb, fnce, nnd wattles should 
hnve a good, bright color; the eyes 
should be bright and fairly prominent, 
and the head should he comparatively 
broad and short, hnvlng a fairly 
short, well-curved benk and showing 
no tendency to be long “snaky," or 
"crow-headed.’’

When the early seillers came to the 
western continent they had certain 
Ideas on hoinehtiiiding which they had 
lux night front Europe. In England 
the predominating type of architec- 
ture was known us Georgian. It called 
for simplicity and dignity nnd a cer- 
tain quaintness thnt made hospitality 
the cornerstone of the home. Once 
established In this country the settlers 
began to carry out this same scheme 
wjtli some modifications. This devel- 
opment led to what Is known as co- 
lonial architecture. The coloninj 
home is as popular today. If not more 
so, than u century ago, nnd there Is 
no reason to believe that It will lose 
lis hold upon the people in the years 
to conic. For fundamentally It em- 
bodies all that goes to ntuke the home 
the center of life. Its delightful sim- 
plicity, quaintness and comfort are Ir- 
resistible. 

In the colonial home the entrance 
Is one of the dominating fentures of 
the exterior treatment. It Is the most 
Important element In the facade. Usu- 
ally It consists of u white door with 
old-fashioned knocker nnd narrow side 
panels. If covered, the hood Is sup- 
ported hy white pillars such as those 
shown In the picture. This house Is 
an Excellent exnmple of colonial treat- 
ment nnd expresses very eloquently 
the hospitality and comfort which are 
found In a home of this type. There 
Is something alluring about the white 
clapboard siding (white seems to be 
the standard color of colonial houses,

FEEDS FOR GROWING CHICKS 


In Addition to Grains Growth of 
Young Fowl Can Be Hastened by 
Supplying Milk. 


Veteran of the Navy Is Destroyed 


As 'soon as chickens will eat whole 
whent, cracked corn, and other grains, 
the stnall-slged chick feed con be elimi- 
nated. In addition to the above feeds 
the chickens’ growth can be hustened 
If they are given sour milk, skim 
milk, or buttennllk to drink. 

Growing chickens kept on a good 
range ntny be given ull their feed In 
u hopper, mixing two pnrts by weight 
of cracked corn with one part of 
wheat, or equal pnrts of cracked corn, 
wheat and oats in one hopper, nnd 
the dry mash. In another. The beef 
scrap may he left out of the dry 
mash and fed In a separate hopper, 
so that the chickens can eat all of 
this feed they desire. If the beef scrap 
is to he fed separately It Is advisable 
to wait until the chicks are 10 days 
old, the poultry division of the Uni- 
ted Stutes Department of Agriculture 
advises, although many poultrytnen 
put the beef scrap before the young 
chickens at the sturt without bad re- 
sults. 

Chickens confined to small yards 
should alwuys be supplied with green 
feed. Fine charcoal, grit and oyster 
shell should he kept before the chick- 
eu-s at all times, and cracked or ground 
bone ntuy he fed where the chickens 
are kept In 6iiihII, hare yards, hut the 
latter feed is not necessary for chick- 
ens that have a good range.

FRESHSPINACH 

Vegetable It Exceptionally Rioh 
in Iron and One of Most Im- 
portant Vitamines. 

RARELY COOKED PERFECTLY 


■xeept fer Special Reaeons Simplest 
Methods Are Beet In Cooking — It 
Takoe Much Patience and 
Water to Wash Cloan. 

(Prepared by the United State* Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

One of the first vegetables In the 
garden or on the market In the early 
spring Is that reliable stand-by — 
spinach. The shoots should be cut reg- 
ularly; If not. the old shoots become 
tough and rank flavored. 

Spinach furnishes little body energy, 
but It Is exceptionally rich In Iron and 
Is one of the important vitamines, and 
so Is a valuable food, say specialists In' 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. It contnins little starch and 
only a suggestion of sugar, and is 
therefore one of the vegetables that 
physicians Include In the bill of fare 
of many invalids who require a diet 
without these carbohydrates. 

Cheap in First Coat. 

I.Ike most other vegetables. It Is 
rarely cooked to perfection, yet It Is 
not difficult to prepare. Except for 
special reasons, the simplest methods 
are the best for this vegetable. No 
matter how /cheap the raw splnuch may 
be, It la always expensive In one 
tiling — Inbor. It tnkes a good deal of 
time, water, and pntience to wash It 
clean. 

To clean the spinach cut off the 
roots, break the leaves apart and drop 
them Into a large pan of water, rinse 
them well, and lift them Into a second 
pnn of water. Do not pour the water 
off over the spinach or the grit that 
tins been washed off will get back on 
the leaves. Continue washing in clean 
waters until there is not a trace of 
sand on the bottom of the pnn. If the 
spinach Is at all wilted, let It stand 
in cold water until It becomes fresh 
and crisp. Drain from this water 
and blanch as follows: 

For half a peck of spinach put In a 
large snucepnn 3 quarts of boiling 
water and 1 tablespoon of suit. Put 
the drained spinach In the boiling 
water and let it boil 10 minutes, count- 
ing from the time It begins to boll. 
When It begins to boll, draw the cover 
of the saucepan a little to one side 
to allow the steam to escape. At the 
end of 10 minutes pour the spinach 
Into a colander, and when the hot 
water lias passed off pour cold water 
over It. Let It drain well and mince 
coarse or line, as is suitable for the 
manner in which It Is to he served. 

One peck of spinach will make about 
1Y» pints when blanched and minced. 

8pinach With Egg. 

% peck spinach. 

3 tublespoons butter or other fat 
% teaspoon pepper. 

2 eggs. 

3 teaspoons salt 

Wash nnd blanch the spinach, using 
two teaspoons of the salt In the water 
In which the vegetable Is boiled. 
Drain the blanched spinach and chop 
rather flue, return it to the suucepan,

Place on the lire and cook 
ten minutes. Heap in a mound on a 
hot dish and garnish with the hard- 
boiled eggs, cut in slices. 

Spinach Cooked Without Water. 

Fresh spinach when washed holds 
enough water yjr cooking. Put the 
spinach Into a covered saucepan and 
cook for ten minutes. Press down und 
turn the spinarji over several times 
during the cooking. At the end of ten 
minutes turn the spinach into a chop- 
ping bowl, and mince rather tine. Re- 
turn to the saucepan and add the sea- 
sonings, allowing for half a peck of 
spinach two generous tablespoons of 
butter or other fut and a teas|H>ou of 
suh. Simmer for ten minutes; or if 
very teuder, live uiiuutes will be suffi- 
cient. 

Spinach cooked In this manner will 
retain all Its salts and the tiavor will 
be stronger thau when blanched 
(boiled iu water). Iu young, tender 
spinach this is not objectionable, but 
when the overgrowu vegetable As 
cooked In Its own moisture the flavor 
is strong aud somewhat acrid.

Fig. 1 shows the completed desk 
and Fig. 2 shows a cross-soctlon taken 
through the center, looking towards 
one end. The flrst part to make Is 
the box beneath the top (Fig. 4). Cut 
the two ends A by the pnttern In Fig. 
R, nnd cut front board It nnd bnck 
hoard C of the widths shown In Mg. 




off ffhe tops even with the edges of 
the ends, front and hack of the box. 

.The desk-lop Is made In two pnrts, 
t»ne hinged (K, Fig. 2), the olher (M) 
flailed 'n place to form a hinge- 
strip for the hinged portion. These 
honrds should he long enough to pro- 
ject 1 Inch over the ends of the desk, 
or come nearly flush with the sides of 
the legs. Fasten together the pieces 
thnt nre to form the hinged portion, 
with battens (L, Fig. 3). Set the hinge 
flaps Into the ?dge of the hinged 
portion nnd Into the edge of Itnnrd 
M, as shown In Fig. 3, cutting notches 
to receive them (Fig. 8). With tho 
desk top fastened in place, out tho 
hack board N of the width shown In 
Fig. 2, by the length of board M, and 
nail It to tho rear edge of hoard M 
(Fig. 8). The envelope-rack on hack 
N Is tnnde of the pair of blocks 
o, and the horizontal slrlp I*. Cut 
blocks O 1 inch square and strip l’ 
1 Inch wide by the length of board N.

Bunch of Asparagus. 

Jars, scrape off the tough outer skin 
and scales, and tie In bundles. Blanch 
by Immersing flrst the lower ends in 
boiling water for two minutes, then 
the entire stem for two minutes longer. 
Blunge Into cold water, drain und pack 
carefully with the tips up. Fill pint 
jars with brine (4% ounces of salt to 
one gallon of water) and process CO 
minutes In steam-pressure cooker un- 
der five pounds pressure. If a hot- 
wuter bath is used for processing, boll 
the jars Intermittently one hour on 
each of three consecutive days. (In 
cold climates, with young and tender 
nsparagus, boiling continuously for two 
hours will probably be sufficient.) 

Seal the jars and remove from can- 
ner, invert while cooling, and watch 
carefully for leaks. When cool store 
in adnrk, dry, cool place. 

COVER CEREALS AND FLOURS 

If Kept in Closed Containers They Be- 
come Musty and If Left Open' 
Bugs Do Injury. 

Cereal supplies and flour should now 
he purchased in very small quantities. 
If they are kept in closed containers 
they grow musty, and if left open, are 
attacked by wandering bugs. Cover 
such supplies with a cloth, und a ven- 
tilated cover, and store In a cool place.

Of Ancient Origin. 

The Romans were wont to throw u 
«qunre piece of cloth over their shoul- 
ders, or to cover them when iu lied, 
nnd they culled Ibis ‘‘pallium." Tho 
same word lias come down to us in 
our modern “pull," the covering thrown 
over ii coffin. Quito dllTcrctit was the 
"palln," a long, sweeping clonic worn 
by princes and women of honest fame 
The pallium was worn by slaves, free- 
men, soldiers and philosophers. The 
custom of appointing men of murk to 
.-net as pall hearers comes down to us 
from Itomuii times. Pall Mall, the 
London street, derives Its origin from 
-quite a different source. Tills was the 
name of a gain in which ii pnlle or 
Iron bull was struck through an Iron 
ring with u ilia'll or mallet. Londoners 
pronounce the naiiie Pull Mull almost 
verging on pel mcl. 


•‘Overland Routs " 

The term “Overland Route" was ap- 
plied to tlie old-time runic to Cali- 
fornia as distinguished from !>ia route 
via the isthmus of l'amimn. The term 
wus llrst used, however, for tlie route 
from Euro|»e to India via Egypt, the 
desert and Sues. It was in contradis- 
tinction to the Cape route (by the 
Cope of Good Hope), which wus by 
water only. It herome more applic- 
able In 1837, when the route wus 
across tlie European continent tiy Mar- 
seilles; In IK-13, when tliut by Trieste 
was followed, and in 1873, when that, 
vlu tlie Mount Cents tunnel nml Brin- 
disi came into use. The opening of 
the Suez canal in ISOi) having all hut 
superseded the Cape route, the term 
"overland route” ns applied to lids 
route Is now obsolescent. 


Doctor Johnson's Humanity. 

Two copies of a rare pamphlet with 
nn Introduction by Doctor Johnson, 
which shows that tho great mini was 
always awake to tho calls of human- 
tty, ns Boswell put It, have come Into 
the market, observes the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor, The pamphlets hear 
the title "The Prisoners of War,” aud 
were printed In 1700. Charles Wes- 
ley had visited the camp ot prisoners 
of war at Knowle, near Bristol, aud 
tuid been horrified at tlielr ragged and 
miserable condition, and as u result s 
committee for their relief was formed. 
One of the pamphlets with Doctor 
Johnson's noble and humane Introduc- 
tion Is u presentation eopjr to Lau- 
renee Sterne, amt the other to Sir 
Thomas Robinson, who was at due 
time leader ol the house of commons. 
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Fidelity of a Telegrapher. 

One striking example of the early 
spirit of emltirnuce under great stress 
of which the telegrapher of the old 
school was capable was given hy John 
Carnahan, then a young man In hla 
thirties, nt tho time of the Custer mt» 
saore, says an exchange.

Scientist Bees Immense Foeeibilltlee 
In Scheme Which He Claims le 
Quite Feasible.

There 
Is nitrogen enough In the nlr, no doubt, 
to blow civilization off the earth — 
were that nitrogen concocted Into ex- 
plosives.

But more carbon I 
dioxide is always n good tiling for the 
vegetable world, and Doctor Riedel 
proposes to supply more. 

He would got Ills supplies from the I 
blnst furnaces, whose grant lungs ex- 
pel this gas. An Industry which uses t 
4.000 tons of coke per day expels 35,- 
■000,000 motors of gas, of which about i 
20 por cont is carbon dioxide. Doc- 
tor Riedel lias tried fertilizing the air i 
in tills way, and ills happy plants have I 
nourished amazingly. 1

Proof That Engineers Hava Erred In

Interesting experiments were made 
nnme time ago ut Harvard university 
whlfli seem to demonstrate that en- 
gineers usually underestimate the 
maximum loading caused by dense 
crowds on bridges, floors and plat- 
forms. Forty men averaging 103 
pounds in weight plnced in a box six 
feet square caused an average pres- 
sure of 181 pounds to the squure foot 
oil the floor. 

An engineer has estinmted the 
weight per square foot of the densest 
crowds on the New York elevated rail- 
ways a i only 45 pounds, but since the 
Harvard experiments the oplulon ha* 
been expressed that the maximum 
loading on the elevated cars and plat- 
forms may be nearer 181 than 45 
pounds. This applies to other close- 
packed crowds.

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THE POSTAL ZONE LAW 

A bill has been introduced in Con- 
gress by Representative Mondell to 
repeal the postal zone law on second- 
class mail. The repeal on this law 
! will create a severe deficit in the 
postofllce department, unless other 
charges are exacted that will supply 
the deficiency. 

The postal zone law distributee 
the cost of carrying second-class mail | 
equitably. It stands to reason that 
it should cost more to transport 
second-class mail from New York to 
San Francisco than it does from New 
York to Chicago. Previous to the 
passage of this law, one cent per 
pound carried second-class matter re- 
gardless of the distance, enabling pub 
Ushers of the big periodicals to place 
their publications in any part of the 
couptry at a postive loss to the 
Postofllce Department. These pub- 
lishing interests, representing the big 
national weeklies and montnlies of 
national circulation and the trade 
ptess, would naturally like to see a 
return of the old flab-rate postage 
charge. 

Nothing has ever been proposed 
that is so fair to the general pubic, 
ardl to all the various elements of the 
publishing interests of the nation as 
the present postal zone Jaw. u 
divides the burden of cost among 
those who make the cost, in propor- 
tion to the value received. The ad- 
vertisement that is carried for long 
distances, pays for 1 long distances; 
the periodical that carries an unusual 
percentage of advertising, pays a 
larger postage cost than the one that 
carries a small volume of advertising. 
Bach publication pays its part in 
proportion to what It receives from 
the Postofllce Department. It. is a 
law that does not favor one class 
against another class, it treats all 
alike.

Conditions in Upper Silesia and 
Turkey Discouraging to the 
Peace Makers. 

CREEKS READY FOR DRIVE 


France and Germany Negotiating for 

an Economic Entente— United 

States and Japan Approaching 
a Friendly Settlement of 
All Thoir Disputes. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Premier Lloyd George, talking to 
the Welsh Presbyterian general as- 
sembly, admits that he is disappointed 
because, despite the formation of the 
League of Nations, some of the peo- 
ples of the world Insist on fighting, 
and because the spirit of national 
hatred, greed and pride Is as domi- 
nant as ever, notwithstanding the les- 
sons of the late war. He says he Is 
still all for the Jeugue, hut fears that, 
unless public opinion In all civilized 
nations is better Instructed, the league 
will become a breeding ground of In- 
trigues and feuds which might lend 
to the greatest conflict yet witnessed. 

Some small nations thut have been 
liberated, says the prime minister, 
seem to have been rendered fiercer by 
being chained so long, and they ap- 
parently do not fear the Interference 
of the league nor have they any re- 
spect for Its decisions. In this Lloyd 
George undoubtedly was alluding to the 
Poles, and the situation In Upper Si- 
lesia Justifies his feeling. The Ger- 
man defense forces there decline to let 
go of the ground they hold and reject 
the plan for a neutral zone unless It 
be created In territory which the Poles 
control. The Insurgent Poles, though 
they have been retiring before the ad- 
vance of the British troops, are said 
to be leaving a well armed force of 
civilians In their wnke. Great Britain 
Is blaming France for "continued fail- 
ure to co-operate” in the restoration 
of order In Silesia. It Is admitted in 
London that the work of clearing up 
the plebiscite zone Is at a standstill, 
and Berlin learns that the Interallied 
commission at Oppeln has decided to 
cease all military operations until the 
German defense organizations with- 
draw from the territory east of the 
Oder, which they recently occupied. 
Is It any wonder the usually opti- 
mistic Lloyd George feels rather des- 
pondent) 

Moving further east on the world 
map, one finds equally unpleasant con- 
ditions und prospects, both on the 
Russian border und In Turkey. With 
the coming of summer soviet Russia 
lias regained Its cockiness. In the 
councils of the leaders, It is reported, 
Lenin and others who were inclined 
lo relative conservatism were out- 
voted and Trotzky and Ids fellow radi- 
cals were given their way. If dis- 
patches from that part of the world 
•re to be lielleved, their way will lead 
to another great attempt to Invade 
sqd sovletlze the countries on Rus- 
sia's western borders, and already 
huge armies are being massed for the 
enterprise. These troops are well 
drilled, often by former German otfi- 
rers. and have umple supplies of arms. 
kUiUiUidtion and food. Their morale 
Is said to be fair, owing to the care 
given them and their families by the 
government. , 

Iu wliat used to be the Turkish em- 
pire. both the Turkish nationalists and 
the Bolshevists are so active that the 
allies are becoming alarmed. This Is 
evidenced by the change of their atti- 
tude toward the wurfare which the 
Greeks are carrying on against the 
Turks. King Constantine, who was 
being left to do the best be could 
alone, now Is receiving some eucour- 
■gement and indirect aid. The Brit- 
ish. for Instance, have taken over the 
Ismld defenses, thus releasing a con- 
siderable body of Greek troops to take 
part in the uew offensive which will 
be launched by the Greeks before 
long. Also the allies have given the 


Greeks permission to operate their 
Brusa front from Gallipoli and to 
blockade the whole of Asia Minor on 
the Black sen ns far enst ns Bntum. 
The latter measure has been adopted 
because of the expectation that the 
Busslons will try to send troops and 
supplies to the Turks by wnter. The 
Bolshevik! have considerable naval 
forces on the Black sea, and a naval 
conflict Is not unlikely. 

The British have notified the Turk- 
ish nationalists that If they attempt 
to cupture Constantinople Great Brit- 
ain will declare, war on them. 

In the Cuucasus region General Bu- 
denny and some of his hard-fighting 
cavalry units are advancing to the as- 
sistance of the Turks, passing through 
Armenia. King Constantine himself 
has been In Smyrna and made prepa- 
rations to go into the battle zone. 

Keninl Pasha must defeat the 
Greeks again In. order to retain his 
leadership of the nationalists, accord- 
ing to stories from Turkey. Enver 
Pasha Is his rival and If he can sup- 
plant Kemal he will be given full sup^ 
port by the Russian Bolshevists, since 
be has promised to set up a soviet 
state In Turkey, a thing which Kemal 
has refused to do. 

Over in Siberia matters are still 
rather confused. The antl-Bolshevlsts 
retain control of Vladivostok, and the 
soviet Russians are threatening Ja- 
pan because, they assert, the Japanese 
troops disarmed the BolshevlBts In the 
city. This Japan explains by assert- 
ing that both parties were disarmed 
because the Japanese commander 
would tolerate no fighting In the zone 
of occupation. The Far East republic 
of Siberia, with headquarters at Chita, 
has decided to adhere to the soviet 
government of Russl^ 

So much for the warlike aspects. 
Now for the other, side. Two nations 
that have been deadly enemies, and 
two that many have feared might be- 
come such, are moving toward a 
friendly adjustment of their differ- 
ences. The first case Is that of 
France and Germany, and though It 
may be too much to expect that they 
.soon will love each other, at least It 
appears they are likely soou to resume 
amicable business relations. This Is 
the result of a conference at Wels- 
bnden between M. Loueheur, French 
minister of liberated regions, and Dr. 
Walter Rathenau, German minister of 
reconstruction. Both these men are 
exceedingly wealthy Industrial mag- 
nates and they debated for three days 
over an economic entente between 
their countries. They finally reached 
an agreement, for submission to their 
respective governments, the main 
points of which are that Germany un- 
dertakes, and France permits, the re- 
building of the destroyed areas In 
France ; and that France undertakes 
to provide the German industrial sys- 
tem with adequate supplies of Iron 
from the Brley basin now occupied by 
French troops. 

Nearly nine-tenths of the Iron de- 
posits of the old German empire are 
In the Brley basin, and the Germans 
expect, If they can get the ore from 
there, that their now Idle factories In 
the Ruhr and elsewhere will be re- 
opened and that they will soon he 
able to fill the markets of the world 
with goods of German make offered 
at low prices. This of course would 
he most painful to British trade, and 
It Is said the prospect of a rapproche- 
ment between France and Germany on 
the terms stated Is viewed with alarm 
In Great Britain. 

Diplomatic settlement of the vari- 
ous questions pending between the 
United States and Japan, without the 
necessity of submitting any of them 
to the council of the League of Na- 
tions or any other international body, 
is near at hand, according to Wash- 
ington dispatches. Secretary of State 
Hughes and Ambassador ShUlehara 
have beeu negotiating to this end, 
treating the disputes aa an Integral 
problem. If an agreement Is reached, 
It is understood, the cable privileges 
on Yap will he internationalized, 
though Ja(>an may still control the 
island under her mandate. The basis, 
for settlement of the immigration is- 
sue probably will he that of a 
strict exclusion of the Japanese la- 
boring class and adequate protection 
for Japanese property rights already 
acquired In the United States. It Is 
believed Japan will promise to get out , 


of the province of Shantung, China, a* 
soon as practicable. Whnt her atti- 
tude may he concernljp Siberia and 
th% northern hnlf of Saglmllen Is not 
yet known. 

The British Imperial conference, 
which Is In session In London thin 
week, planned to take up almost the 
first thing the matter of renewing the 
Anglo-Japnnese treaty. Prime Min- 
isters Smuts of South Africa, Hughes 
of Australia and Massey of New Zea- 
land all have declared publicly that 
the pact must not be renewed unless 
It is agreenble to the United States. 
Premier Melghan of Canada, if he is In 
accord with public opinion in the Do- 
minion, will oppose any renewal of 
the treaty. It Is believed iu London 
diplomatic circles that the question 
may be finally solved by the forma- 
tion of a Pacific triple entente — Grent 
Britain, the United States and Japan. 

The house of representatives, as 
was expected, ntjppted the Porter 
resolution declaring war with Ger- 
many and Austria terminated. The 
vote was 305 to 61, 49 Democrats Join- 
ing the Republicans on the*0nal roll 
call. The senate absolutely refused 
to accept this substitute for the Knox 
resolution, and the prospects were ex- 
cellent for a long deadlock In confer- 
ence. It may well be that such a de- 
lay would quite Butt the plans of the 
administration, hut President Hafdlng 
Is taking no part In the dispute. The 
objection of the house to the eenattf\ 
resolution le that to repeal the decla- 
ration of war might be taken to mean 
that congress repudiated the action of 
the government In entering the war. 
The senators take the position that 
the constitutionality of the Porter 
resolution may be questioned and that 
this might open the way to ceaseless 
litigation. They assert that the power , 
of congress to assume the functions 
of a treaty-making body and declare 
the war at an end may be open to at- 
tack In the courts. 

I - 

Despite charges that the house hill 
for regulation of the packing Industry 
was drafted by.attorneys for the pack- 
ers, the senate, by a vote of 37 to 34, 
substituted that measure for the more 
drastic bill recommended by the sen- 
ate committee on .agriculture. The 
bouse bill seats the secretary of agri- 
culture with authority to administer 
the measure, while the senate hill 
creates under the department of ag- 
riculture a federal live stock commis- 
sioner, appointed by the president and 
subject to confirmation by the sen- 
ate, to regulate the packers. 

Of more than local Interest and Im- 
portance was the arrest In Chicago of 
"Big Tim” Murphy, powerful labor 
leader, and some of his proteges, for 
Implication In a number of big postal 
robberies there and elsewhere. Con- 
fessions of some of the minor figures 
In the band were followed by recov- 
ery of part of the loot. The postal 
authorities and Department of Justice 
officers believe the gang which Mur- 
phy Is accused of directing commit- 
ted the mllllon-dollar robbery In To- 
ledo last February as well as those iu 
Pullman and at the Polk street station 
In Chicago. 

Roy A. Haynes, the new “mop”— in 
other words, national prohibition com- 
missioner — is now in office. Though 
he is rotund and genial to the point 
of Jollity, he declares he will enforce 
the dry law to the full extent of his 
ppwer, and he appeals to all good 
Americans to help him. He has not 
yet made up bis mind concerning the 
dispensing of real beer for medicinal 
purposes. 

The death roll of the week Includes 
the name of William E. Mason of Chi- 
cago, congressman-at-large for Illinois. 
He bad been prominent in political 
llt'e for many years, and his personal 
friends were numerous, though he 
alienated many by his .course just b«- 
fore our entry Into the war aud by 
bis hitter attacks on the draft. 

The American Legion elected MaJ. 
John G. Emery of Michigan Its na- 
tional commander to succeed the late 
Colonel Galbraith. Like his predeces- 
sor, he has an excellent war record. 
He saw much of the fighting In which 
the American troops participated and 
was wounded during the Meuse- Ar- 
gonne drive.

Honay Mentioned In Bibla. 

There are references to honey la 
the Bible, In the sacred hooks of the 
Hindus and In the Koruu. In the 
Far East uew honey has for ages been 
esteemed as a laxative aud old honey 
as an astringent. Honey was one of 
the materials which the Egyptians 
used In embalming, and others of tba 
ancients used it as a food preservative.

Arrivals of more than SS cars of stnng 
beans were reported, mostly from Mary- 
land and Virginia, and prices lost more 
than half. Baltimore was beans In bushel 
hampers closing at tl.75-92.00 and green 
at 9l.60-tl.75, while Norfolk green beans 
In 6 peck hampers, which sold last week 
for tt.50-S5.00, closed thl* week at 91.15- 
11.75. 

Native hothouse cucumbers were 92.00 
lower at I?. 60-97.50 a bushel. Lettuce 
price* dropped one-half, closing at 10c- 
I5C a bushel. 

California Bermuda onions were slightly 
Irsoer at tl.SO-tlwS a bushel crate. New 
potatoes from Wrglnla were 1. 00-91. IS 
lower at tS.00-9S.87H a barrel, while old 
potatoes from Maine held steady at 76c- 
S0c per 100 pound bag. 

Tomatoes were considerably lower, 
Florida stock selling 92.00-93.50 a crate, 
while Mississippi* In 4 basket crates sold 
tl.25-tl.75. Native spinach was In good 
demand and slightly higher at 40c-66c a 
bushel. Florida watermelons were lower, 
selling 40c-75c each for melons a vs raging 
29 to 30 pounds. 

Dairy and Poultry Products 

The Boston market Is generally con- 
sidered as following the lead of other 
large centers such as New York and Chi- 
cago, but this week it has gone Its own 
way, and prices for many products are 
out of line with those In other distribut- 
ing centers, a condition which may result 
In some sharp changes In the future. 

The local butter market has led the 
country the past week, prices here stay- 
ing a full cent over the others, and over 
last week's prices. Supplies have been 
light, many have been storing fine grades 
for contracts and next winter’s needs, 
and buyers have had hard work to find 
fan<y quality for use. The tine 80-92 
score has sold up to 33c-34Hc, and is fair- 
ly steady at the close. Undergrades have 
also sold better, Jobbers anticipating 
wants for cooking butter during the sum- 
mer season. Dairy butter which has sold 
hard all year, has at last shown Im- 
provement. and Is also higher at 18c-2tc. 

Egg producing sections have been 
through considerable hot weather re- 
cently, and this has shown In the quality 
of M-ceipls now arriving. Buyers have 
had difllculty In securing really tine eggB, 
and the increased demand for them has 
forced prices up tc to 3c. Nearby hen- 
n<iry eggs have been diverted to local 
uses, and the few on the market have 
rifulily brought 38c-44c. Western hen- 
ntrys have sold up, 33c to 40c being 
a!)out the usual range. Ordinary west- 
erns selling better, and these showing 
1<j-2c higher, as well. 

Country cheese markets have been Ir- 
regular this week, but no marked change 
has occurred. Local prices have shown 
increased firmness on fancy New York 
state Twins to store for next winter, 
these about He higher at ISc-lCHc. 
.Small styles, Americas and Loaf chees* 
easier with heavy supplies, prices gen- 
erally 17c-19c. 

The lower prices for poultry that deal- 
ers have been expecting have shown up 
lately, and with Increased arrivals, all 
kinds have had to go lower. A few fancy 
large broilers for summer hotel trade 
have held steady around 50c, but small 
sixes have dropped to 45c. Fowl have 
sold off daily, large birds going from Mo 
sun. Monday down to S8c-34c at the close, 
while the Tour pound site' has dropped to 
28c-3lc. Live fowl have held steady ever

“The farmer’s greatest need now is 
to provide his own marketing system 
and credit institutions,” said Senator 
B. F. Ladd of North Dakota in a 
warning to the 89 graduates of the 
two-year course at the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, Amherst, against 
the danger to agriculture from land- 
lords and financiers. It would be a 
sad condition, be said, for farms to be 
controlled by landlords “who will sink 
lower and lower in the scale of intel- 
ligence."

In the spring of 1775 General Gage was Informed that the Colenlsts had 
deposited ■ large quantity of munitions of war at Concord, a village some Id 
miles outside of Boston, and he planned a secret expedition to eelu them. 
The alert and wary Coloniete heard of hie plan, however, and through the im- 
mortal ride of Paul Revere the whole countryside wee alarmed. When Major 
Pitcairn, with some 800 msn, (tha advance guard of the British) arrived at 
Lexington on their wey to Concord, they were met on the village green by 
about seventy determined men under Capt. Jonas Parker. The British ordered 
them 'to disperse, and when they refused to do to, fired upon them, killing 
eight and wounding a number of othere. This began the Revolutionary war. 


workmen employed In the different de- 
partments, in addition to a complete 
list of nil the vessels used by the 
army, with their masters’ names, ton- 
nage, and tlie use to which each was 
put. 

These shipping lists do not Include 
the regular ships of the line In the 
navy, but the boats actively contrib- 
uting to the maintenance of the army 
Include over 60 craft, from smuli horse 
and provision boats to several armed 
brigs uml sloops und the prison ship 
Falmouth. 

That those In charge of the gov. 
ernment pursestrings had manipulated 
the expenditures for personal gain 
is a matter of history, and grafting, to 
use no harsher term, in the quarter- 
masters, commissary’s and barrack 
master’s departments, had been preva- 
lent from the very day tliut the Brit- 
ish set foot upon Manhattan island. 

Thomas Jones, who was Judge of 
the New York Supreme court before 
the Revolution, and who suffered from 
both sides during the war, although 
an ardent loyalist, criticizes the finan- 
cial management of the British army 
severely in his “History of New York 
During the Revolution.” He does not 
mince matters In describing the pecu- 
lations of the quartermaster generals 
in New York under Howe und Clinton 
und the wealth they carried back to 
England.

A valuable contribution to the New 
York records of the Revolutionary 
war appears in the latest volume of 
the collections of the New York His- 
torical society. It contains the hith- 
erto unpublished records of an inves- 
tigation Into the great Increase In war 
expenditures Incurred by the British 
army In New York city from May, 
1778. when Sir Henry Clinton succeed- 
ed Gen. William Howe in command. 
Tbe vouchers of the quartermaster's, 
commissary’s, and other departments 
showed that from May 26, 1778, to 
December 31, 1780, the expense of 
maintaining the army had exceeded by 
over £2,000,000 the expense under Gen- 
eral Howe’s command from December 
81, 1775, to* May 16, 1778, a period of 
two months’ shorter duretfon. 

The expense under General Howe 
was £1,070,412; under General Clin- 
ton £3,278,420. Rating the pound at 
82.50, which was then its currency 
value, the Increase represents about 
95,500^000. 

The original volume is In manu- 
icript, In one handwriting, containing 
copies of all the papers and letters 
submitted to the board of general of- 
ficers appointed by General Clinton on 
Augugst 7, 1781, to inquire Into the 
expense accounts. It is evidently the 
copy prepared for Clinton himself. 
The original letters, if In existence, 
are probably burled in the British 
army records. The volume was dis- 
covered in London by an old book 
dealer several years ago, and was pur- 
chased by a former president of the 
New York Historical society for pre- 
sentation to Its library. 

The documents cover the perlbd 
from August to December, 1781. In 
contrast to the miserable results that 
the British army could show to the 
home office, this great expenditure 
had alarmed the commissioners of his 
majesty's treasury, and Clinton's 
commissioner of accounts, Major 
Drummond, admits In one of bis let- 
ters having been requested from Lon- 
don to curtail all improper charges, 
as an examination inco the extraor- 
dinary expenditures for the Americau 
war was under consideration. 

For tbe British the period covered 
by tbe Investigation in New York was 
the most depressing of the wur. 
Andre had been executed in. the fall 
of tbe preceding year. The Carolinas, 
through the brilliant campaigns of 
General Greene, had been recovered 
to the American cause. Cornwallis 
had succeeded in getting himself 
trapped at Yorktown, and on October 
19, 1781, his army surrendered to 
Washington. , 

No mention of this event, which took 
place during the Investigation, is 
made, but among tbe list of British 
officers in Near York appears the 
name of Brig. Gen. Benedict Arnold. 
He is mentioned two or three times 
to the list enumerating the number 
of homes and wagons detailed to the 
officers and regiments of the army. 
These detailed lists enhance the lo- 
?al interests of the volume, as they 
rive an accurate record of the numr 
ter of men, women end children In the

TELLS OF HISTORIC OCCASION 


Christopher Marshall's Account of 
Reading of tha Declaration of 
.Independence in Philadelphia. 


There are three or four contem- 
porary accounts of the first public 
reading of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, none of them very full of 
particulars and all of them lacking 
In agreement on some points. One 
of the best accounts Is that of Chris- 
topher Marshall, who waB a member 
of the committee on safety and who 
was in an official position in Phila- 
delphia. Tills brief record of that 
historic occasion will be found In his 
“Remembrancer.” He writes: “Warm 
sunshiny morning. At eluven went 
and met the committee of Inspection 
at the Philosophical Lull ; went there 
in a body to the lodge; Joined the 
committee of safety (as called) ; went 
In a body to the stute house yard, 
where In the presence of u great con- 
course of people the Declaration of 
Independence was read by John 
Nixon. The company declared their 
approbation by three repeated huzzas. 
The king's arms were taken down in 
the courtroom, state house, ut the 
same time. . . . This duy tha 
eight members for this county to serve 
in convention were elected very quiet- 
ly at the state house. Fine, starlight, 
ringing hells, Ivlth other great demon- 
strations of joy upon the unan'.iulty 
and agreement of the Declaration.”

SHOULD FILE CLAIM AT ONCE 

Disability Demands Required on War 
Risk Insurance Forms to 
Gain Attention. 

“If you have a disability which you 
feel Is due to your military or naval 
service during the war, you should as 
a matter of duty to yourself and your 
country Immediately file a claim for 
disability," reads an nrtlcle In the 
American Legion Weekly. 

“To make the claim, obtain from 
your local post, the National Service 
Division of the Legion, or the Bureau 
of War Risk Insurance the following 
forms: Numbers 526, 530 and 545. In 
addition, make a detailed statement 
of your condition and Occupation prior 
to service. Injury or sickness during 
service, where treated, and physical 
condition since discharge. Obtain a 
like statement from one or more per- 
sons who were with you and knew 
of your disability during service. Get 
a statement also from one or two per- 
sons who have known you since dis- 
charge, particularly your employers 
and other disinterested persons- 

“Last and most important, get state- ’ 
ments from all the doctors who treated 
your case and from the hospitals 
where you were confined. These must 
all be sworn to before n notary public 
and forwarded to the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance, where, after consider- 
ation of jyour health record, j^our 
military record and your present con- 
dition, an award should either be 
made or disallowed. 

“If you are among the 100,000 whose 
claims are hanging fire, the National 
Service Division of the American 
Legion will make It Its personal bus- 
iness to get a decision on your claim."

Ancoma, in Mexico, Surely Haa Site 
Such as No Other Place 

on Earth Can Boast 

To live on top of a mushroom 
would be a peculiar sensation, if 

the mushroom were of gigantic pro- 
portions and were planted so as to 
overhang the sea, the experience 

would be very similar to that of living 
lu the town of Ancotnu. which Is three 
tulles south of the Mesa EscaiTtuda 
lu Mexico, says the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor. The strange mush- 
room-like rock on which the town 

stuuds is u splendid specimen of 
fantastic erosion, having overhanging 
sides nearly 400 feet high. The top 
of the rock is comparatively level, 
and is about 70 acres in extent. It 
is notched with dizzy chasms. The 
greater portion of it overhangs the 
sea like an immense mushroom, and 
the oddest thing is that It should have 
a town at the top. 

Now, this town pertains to a past 
civilization. It is one of the most 
perfect specimens of the pre-his- 
torip Fueblan architecture. With In- 
copceivuble labor this town in the 
air was built and fortified for the 
safety of its Inhabitants. It was 
reached by a mere trail of toe-hotes 
up the stem of the mushroom. The 
age of the town Is not kuowu, hut | 
It was, already old in 1540, when the I

Arrange the peppers on end In a bak- 
ing dish, having water with salt, pep- 
per, and butter poured in to the depth 
of about one inch. Place the dish In 
a hot oven, cook covered for 15 min- 
utes; then uncover nnd baste and cook 
for 10 or 15 minutes longer, or until 
the peppers are perfectly tender. An 
addition to the mushrooms of chopped 
cooked chicken or veal ts a pleasing 
variation. 

Mushrooma With Bacon. 

Fry the bncon, and on removing tt 
from the frying pan keep It hot; cook 
the mushrooms on ieach aide In the 
"frjings” and serve on a platter with 
the strlpa of bacon arranged as a 
border. 

Several species are good prepared In 
this manner, but it Is especially well 
suited to the common cultivated mush- 
room.

Mushrooms and some other fungous 
growths are highly prised ns articles 
of food by many people. The nu- 
tritive value of mushrooms is low, hut 
they may be prepnred In various ways 
which render them delicious. More 
people doubtless would seek wild 
mushrooms nnd other fungi if they 
were sufficiently Informed to distin- 
guish between the edible and the 
deadly poisonous growths. Some very 
erratic nnd dangerous Ideas concern- 
ing ways of telling the edible from 
the poisonous growths are altogether 
too commonly believed. Mushrooms 
are frequently thought of ns edible 
and toadstools ns poisonous. As a 
natter of fact, the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture states, the 
words “mushroom” and “toadstool" are 
used Indiscriminately and do not in- 
dicate whether the plants are ediffte 
•r poisonous. 

Silver Coin Tset Is Valueless. 

tA test for y poisonous mushrooms 
often recommended is based on the 
belief that If a silver coin placed in 
ths utensil in which mushrooms are 
cooked tarnishes, the mushrooms are 
poisonous. .Absolutely no reliance can 
be placed on this test, as both poison- 
ous and edible kinds may turn silver 
dark. Equally baseless is the belief 
that a mushroom is shown to be edi- 
ble If the skin can be peeled from 
the cap readily, because peeling is 
possible with many poisonous species. 

The notion that soaking or boiling 
poisonous mushrooms in salt water 
will render them harmless has no 
foundation, In fact. Some people 
have thought that the presence of In- 
sects on mushrooms Is a proof of their 
edibility. This is a dangerous suppo- 
sition, because Insects Infest the most 
poisonous as well as the best edible 
species of fungi. 

The collector of mushrooms canpot 
depend upon any simple test. If he 

l»(MUla U«M tliwfu fer food, h* naM 

know what he Is gathering. It Is d r 
comparatively simple matter to learn 
to recognize a few kinds of deadly 
mushrooms and certain edible ones. 
If he will gather only the kinds that 
are well known to him, a careful col- 
lector need not be afraid to gather 
wild fungi for food. He should not 
he misled by attractive colors or pleas- 
ant odors. In Farmer’s Bulletin 706. 
Borne Common and Poisonous Mush- 
rooms, directions for Identifying the 
poisonous and edible kinds are given. 

Racipts for Cooking Mushrooma. 

According to the views of many per- 
sons, mushrooms are best cooked sim- 
ply, with no seasoning but butter, pep- 
per, and salt. The addition of vari- 
ous other seasonings impairs the del- 
icate mushroom flavor. However, 
tastes differ, and the opportunity of 
chdlce or experiment is afforded by 
Hie recipes which follow: 

The caps should be carefully 
washed, gill side down, but peeling 
is not always necessary and Involves 
• considerable waste of time and loss 
of flavor. Unless the stems are ex- 
tremely tough they can be used after 
being cut ! n to small bits and stewed, 
er. qgen If tough, after long boiling 
they can be run through a sieve and 
made Into a soup or sauce. 

Wild mushrooms should be cooked 
soon after collecting, ns they are then 
preserved much better than If kept 
uncooked, even In a refrigerator. 

Fried Mushrooms. 

Beat the yolk of an egg Xith a table- 
spoonful of wuter and season with 
pepper and suit. Dip each cap in this 
and then dip into line cracker crumbs 
ar com meal. Have butter or cooking 
oil very hot in a frying pan. Fry slow- 
ly on each side for five minutes. A 
sauce can be made by thickening with 
flour and adding milk or cream. If 
desired, serve on toust. A smooth 
tomato sauce is als-' excellent. 

Mushrooms Bakod With Tomatooa. 

In a buklng dish arrange small round 
slices of buttered toast ; upon each 
piece pluce a rut Iter thin slice of peeled 
tomato, salted and |iep)iered; upon 
each slice of tomato place a tine, thick 
mushroom, gill side up ; in the center 
of each mushroom put a generous 
piece of butter; season with pej^er 
and salt. Cover the dish and bake in 
a hot oven for ten minutes; then un- 
cover and hake for an additional 5 to 
10 minutes, as the mushrooms appear 
to require. 

Creamed Mushrooms. 

Cut the mushrooms into small pieces, 
stew slowly in butter until tender, add 
cream or milk, pepper, and salt, and 
thicken witli flour. 

Popper* Stuffed With Mushrooma. 

Cut the stem end of the peppers and 
carefully remove all seeds and the 
white membrane; chop or break the 
mushrooms into small pieces, season 
with pepper and salt, press firmly into 
the peppers, and put a good-sized lump 
of butter on top of each. The water 
adhering to the mushrooms after wash-

The flagstaff holder which la shown 
In Figs. 1 and 2 Is built up of the two 
blocks A and B (Pig. S) and a pair of 
Iron or tin straps bent Into the shape 
of C (Fig. R). Cut blocks A and B of 
the dimensions given In Fig. 4. Block 
B la notched to fit over block A, and 
Is fastened to block A with nails driv- 
en through both Its top and front 
edges. Bore a pair of holes 
through block A, one near each end, 
through which to drive screws Into the 
window frame. To make the back edge 
of block A fit squarely against the win- 
dow frame. It must he planed off on 
a bevel (Fig. 1). The straps C (Fig. R) 
can be made out of strips of sheet 
Iron, or out of doubled pieces of tin 
from a tin can. Make the loop of the 


Fig. 7 shows a good holder for a 
flagstaff to he supported In n vertical 
position. Cut blocks A and B of the 
site shown lu Fig. 8. and bore a hole 
a trifle larger than the diameter of the 
staff, through the center of each 
Ijlock, and a screw hole near each end 





right diameter to fit your flagstaff. 
Punch holes through the ends of the 
straps, and fusten the straps to the 
sides of block B with nails. 

Because the flagstaff holder will be 
left on the window-sill permanently, 
it Is a good Idea to pnlnt it the same 
color as the window trim. 

With the flagstaff holder placed as 
shown In Fig. 1, it Is out of the way of 
the window screen. The screen will 
keep the end of th*> stuff from pushing 
In too far. Fasten wire or rope stays 
to the outer end of the staff, and run 
these to screw eyes screwed Into the 
window frame (Fig. 1). 

For the staffs of small flags, a pair 
of screw eyes screwed Into the head 
of th e dpor fauna iM»JA-«>-lnt» » 
wooden window-sill, makes ns satis- 
factory a holder as can be had. Use 
screw eyes of a diameter that will | 
make the staff fit snugly. 

FOR MOTHER'S PANTRY. 

Possibly you share mother’s inter- 
est In the pnntry. If you do, you can 
appreciate the value of the two con- 
veniences Illustrated. 

The pantry-needs board In Fig. 1 
keeps tab on pantry supplies. 

Get n cardboard shoebox, and along 
each side cut a slot 1 1 /< Inches wide, 
extending it to within % inch 
of one end and 1 Inch of the other 
end (Fig. 2). Then cut a piece of 
board of the right length to fit 
between the ends of the cover, and 
of the right width to fit between the 
slots (Fig. 3). and fasten this between 
the ends with tacks. 

Along the side edges of the cover 
mark off points % Inch apart, the 
full length of the slots, and at 
these points pierce holes large enough 
for toothpicks to Btlck through. Then 
get some glass beads and toothpicks 
(Fig. 4), stick the toothpicks through 
the holes in the side edges of the 
cover, slip a bead over each, nnd run ,

fastened buck of It. Cout the tooth- 
pick ends with glue, and drive tacks 
through the cardboard Into the wood 
block bucking, Just below the end of 
the toothpicks, for supports. 

On tiie cardboard, between the slots, 
and on a Hue with the toothpicks, the 
names of puntry supplies should be 
lettered us shown in Fig. 1.

It will he pleasing 
Information for those who have 
friends In Western Canada — In any 
part of It, no matter where they tnay 
be — to learn that conditions hnve 
opened up in such a splendid way, nnd 
to be ndvlsed that the prospects were 
never brighter than now. When It 
becomes known that conditions are so 
satisfactory, many who were waiting, 
uncertain what to do In tbe matter of 
moving, will doubtless now come to a 
decision. With t|ie opening of thou- 
sands of homesteads, which took place 
on the 1st of May, there was a rush 
to take advantage of the opportunity 
to secure 1G0 acres of excellent land 
free, within speaking distance of a 
railroad.
